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Misery of 
hospital’s 
bedsores 
scandal 


NHS trust refutes claims as 
campaigners demand action

HEALTH campaigners have de¬ 
manded a zero tolerance policy 
on bedsores after a Kent health 
trust was exposed as having one 
of the worst problems in Britain. 

Findings by standards 
watchdog Dr Foster for the 
Health Service Journal named 
and shamed the hospitals with 
the highest pressure sore rates, 
with Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust placed second on the list. 

Some 141 bedsores were re¬ 
corded between February, 
2010, and January, 2011 - 
more than two a week. 

Health bosses defended the 
trust, saying some patients 
may have already had sores 
when they arrived at hospital. 


Nationally, the problem af¬ 
fects 412,000 NHS patients a 
year, and figures showed they 
were responsible for killing 
4,708 people between 2003 and 
2008 - almost as many fatal 
cases as the superbug MRSA. 

Health charity Action Against 
Medical Accidents (AAMA) has 
lobbied the Government and 
called for a zero-tolerance policy 
as it believes pressure sores, 
which are caused when pa¬ 
tients are not regularly moved 
or given special mattresses, are 
preventable. 

Chief executive Peter Walsh 
said: “Yes, it’s labour intensive, 
but it’s basic nursing which 
should be a priority. 

“Pressure sores not only 
cause human misery, but cost

the NHS a huge amount every year. 
They are extremely painful; one of the 
most common outcomes is infection 
which can cause blood poisoning and in 
worst cases, death.” 

Data revealed that in the worst cases 
rates were four times higher than the 
national average. 

But a spokeswoman for Medway NHS 
Foundation Trust, which runs Medway 
Maritime Hospital, criticised the Dr Foster 
analysis, claiming it provided no distinc¬ 
tion between pressure sores acquired 
while patients were in the hospital and 
those which occurred in the community 
before the person was admitted. 

“There appears to be some discrepan¬ 
cies in the coding process which has re¬ 


sulted in the Trust’s performance in 
pressure ulcer management being neg¬ 
atively viewed, ” she said. 

“Following an investigation where all 
the patients’ notes were reviewed, we 
found anomalies which led us to believe 
the number of patients with pressure 
sores is lower than that in the Dr Foster 
report.” 

The Trust is now carrying out a fur¬ 
ther investigation with Dr Foster. 

The spokeswoman added: “Over the 
last year, a lot of work has taken place 
to minimise the risk of patients getting 
sores and we have successfully halved 
them, which shows the work we’re 
doing is really having a positive impact 
on patient care.” 

But AAMA’s Mr Walsh said the hos¬ 


pital should know when a patient comes 
in with a bedsore. 

“A lot of trusts are defending the prob¬ 
lem saying that patients came in with 
pressure sores, but they should be assess¬ 
ing them when they come in - they 
should know about them,” he said. 

“In America bedsores have been 
made a ‘never event’ and that is what 
should happen here. They should never 
be allowed to happen - they are pre¬ 
ventable.” 

Most people affected by bedsores are 
elderly or long-term patients unable to 
move easily. 

Mr Welsh said with government cuts 
the problem could get worse if the issue 
is not made a top priority. 

Chief executive of the Patients Asso¬ 


ciation, Katherine Murphy, agreed that 
bedsores are an “unacceptable wide¬ 
spread problem”. 

“As well as causing a great deal of pain 
and distress to patients, they cost the NHS 
at least £4 billion a year,” she said. 

“At a time when the NHS is being asked 
to make £20bn of savings, it cannot 
afford to lose so much money on treat¬ 
ing this entirely preventable problem. 

“There needs to be mandatory moni¬ 
toring of pressure ulcers so standards 
can be driven up, making sure poor per¬ 
formers are held to account. ” 

In the list of shamed Trusts Medway 
came second behind Warrington and 
Halton Hospitals Trust.

ANIMAL EXPORTS 

Town hall says its hands are tied over 
‘legal’ animal export trade through port

THERE is no legal way of stopping the live ani¬ 
mal exports from the Port of Ramsgate, accord¬ 
ing to Thanet District Council (TDC). 

The statement comes after the town hall 
sought legal advice on whether it could prevent 
the trade. 

The council opposes the exports of sheep and 
calves going through the port, which it owns 
and runs, but due to legislation, it has no stand¬ 
ing to prevent them. 

The advice received states that Ramsgate is an 
open port under national law and the council 
cannot rely on its local bye-laws to contradict na¬ 
tional or EU legislation, which governs free trade. 

TDC has also been told it is “highly unlikely” 
the trade can be refused on the grounds that ani¬ 
mals are “sentient beings” rather than goods, as 
“neither the UK government nor the EU has leg¬ 
islated to prevent the trade”. 

The report concludes that, if the council 
banned live animal exports from Ramsgate, it 
“would be at risk of an application for judicial 
review and possibly at risk in relation to a claim 
in damages if losses are suffered”. 

This would put TDC at risk of suffering a simi¬ 
lar fate to Dover Harbour Board, which paid sub-

stantial undisclosed damages to live animal ex¬ 
porters after unsuccessfully attempting to block 
the trade in the 1990s. 

Tory council leader Cllr Bob Bayford said: “We 
are very aware of people’s feelings on this highly 
emotive issue, and that many would prefer not 
to see the export of animals from Ramsgate. 

“The council strongly resisted using the port for 
this trade on moral grounds, but we are governed 
by the law. As this legal advice shows, we don’t 
have the support of the law to prevent this trade. 


“Where people have tried before to prevent 
this trade elsewhere, it’s ended up costing them 
dearly, with the organisations left facing huge 
claims for damages. 

“I’m sure that some people would encourage 
us to take that risk, but we’re responsible for 
public money. We can’t risk what is potentially 
hundreds of thousands of pounds of council tax¬ 
payers’ money, without proper supporting legal 
advice and we simply don’t have that. 

“We have consistently urged those opposed to 
this trade to take the issue up at a national or Eu¬ 
ropean level, rather than protest at the port, as 
the council has no control over this. The advice 
we’ve now been given backs that up.” 

Labour group leader Cllr Clive Hart said: “If 
their opinion is factual, then we will step it up to 
the next level and lobby central government and 
the EU. It is crazy we have no control over the 
port that we own and ratepayers fund. ” 

The exports began in May this year and so far 
four shipments have gone through the port. 

The animals have been destined for Europe and 
have crossed the English Channel on a former So¬ 
viet tank carrier, the Joline, which is presently 
owned by Barco de Vapor BV of Amsterdam. 

The next major protest planned against the 
animal exports is scheduled for August 13, 
where a march is planned through the town.

Calls for police probe as ex-KCC 
chief offers to pay back poll cash

FORMER Kent County Council chief executive 
Peter Gilroy says he will “do the right thing” after 
admitting giving himself a controversial £18,350 
payment for overseeing council elections. 

Mr Gilroy, who left the authority last year, 
authorised the payment for running the 2009 
county council elections despite already earning 
a salary of more than £210,000. 

It has now been revealed in a KCC report 
that the payment was “not permitted in law”, 
prompting calls for a police investigation to be 
launched and the money recovered. 

But Mr Gilroy told KoS it was actually he who 
commissioned the report because he felt uneasy 
about authorising the payment at the time. 

He said: “I’m now in discussion with KCC and 
together we will make the right decision. This 
was an open, transparent process in which I 
sought advice at the time and followed previous 
practice. 

“If something has gone wrong then I will do 
whatever is appropriate. If they say that jpaying 
the money back] is the only way to rectify this 
then I will do the right thing. 

“If there was something to hide then I would 
never have sought advice in the first place.” 

Details of the payment were revealed in a re¬ 
port to members of the council’s electoral and 
boundary review committee. 

Lib Dem Cllr Tim Prater said the group was 
told such controversial payments had been hap¬ 
pening for many years under various chief ex¬ 
ecutives, but that there were no plans to claim 
the money back. 

“If this had happened at any other organisa¬ 
tion then it would be a matter for the auditors 
and the police,” he added.

“Peter Gilroy was the highest paid chief 
executive in the country and for him to not 
know [about the law] strikes me as star¬ 
tling. He should have known better 
and shouldn’t have been allowed to get away 
with it. 

“I think if anyone else wrote themselves a 
cheque for £18,350 their employer would prob¬ 
ably go to the police, and I think they should be 


Fifa must reform before we bid 
for World Cup again, urges MP 


ENGLAND should not bid to 
host another World Cup until 
the FA is confident Fifa is free 
from corruption, says an influ¬ 
ential backbench MP. 

Tory Folkestone and Hythe 
representative Damian Collins 
is a member of the culture, me¬ 
dia and sport committee which 
this week published a report 
into the disastrous attempts to 
host football’s biggest tourna¬ 
ment in 2018. 

Despite an impressive cam¬ 
paign that received the back¬ 
ing of Prime Minister David 
Cameron and Prince William, 
England’s bid received just 
two votes from Fifa’s executive 
committe and finished bottom 
of the pile as Russia won the 
right to host the competition. 

Fifa has been dogged by ac¬ 
cusations of serious corruption 
in recent months, but Mr Col¬ 
lins said he was not convinced 
football’s world governing 
body was about to reform.

“The chances are that there 
will not be another World Cup 
in Europe until 2026 or 2030,” 
he said. “I’ve raised the issue 
with sports minister Hugh Rob¬ 
ertson and said England should 
not go for it again until Fifa re¬ 
forms its bidding process. 

“For a start there need to be 
open rules around the types of 
gifts you can offer, which are 
much more uncertain than 
they are with the Olympics. 


“There are also a number of 
other corruption issues which 
I’m not convinced Fifa has got 
to grips with. 

“To bid again we need to be 
confident that Fifa can reform 
because the 2018 bid cost a lot 
of money and I don’t want us 
to have go through that again 
if we don’t stand a realistic 
chance of success.” 

Mr Collins added that the FA 
also failed to learn from the un¬ 
successful attempts to stage the 
2006 World Cup, which was 
instead awarded to Germany. 

He said the 2018 bid suffered 
from similar problems over lead¬ 
ership, structure and arguments 
with the Premier League. 

“It would be very easy for us 
to say England could never have 
won the bid, and that may be so, 
but it doesn’t mean we shouldn’t 
have learned lessons from previ¬ 
ous attempts,” he said.

considering if there is a case to answer. ” 

Responding to Cllr Prater’s criticism, Mr Gil¬ 
roy said it was “silly” to suggest the situation 
was a criminal matter. 

He added: “This was not fraudulent. It was an 
open issue that was discussed with everyone at 
the time, so it’s not like the MPs’ expenses scan¬ 
dal. This was a one-off issue.” 

The report to the KCC committee revealed that 
while returning officers in Parliamentary elec¬ 
tions may levy charges for their services, return¬ 
ing officers in local elections may only recover 
“expenses properly incurred”. 

It has now been agreed that members will 
clarify the way such issues are managed and lay 
out a payment structure that will be reviewed on 
an annual basis. 

A KCC spokesman said: “Members wanted 
to clarify the way county council elections 
and the associated costs involved are calculated 
and approved. 

“This is in line with what is being done nation¬ 
ally to standardise the process and as part of the 
reorganisation of the council. 

“It is fair and reasonable for the county re¬ 
turning officer and the deputy returning officers 
and their staff in the district and borough coun¬ 
cils to be reimbursed for the work they do in 
supporting the county council election proc¬ 
ess every four years - and appropriate for any 
payments for this work to be made on a stand¬ 
ardised basis and approved at member level 
within KCC.”

Town’s warm welcome for 
thousands of Open golf fans 


IN JUST days picturesque 
Sandwich will be buzzing with 
people as The Open Champion¬ 
ship comes to town. 

Restaurant, pub and hotel 
owners are waiting in anticipa¬ 
tion for the influx of tourists to 
arrive; traffic plans are in place 
for the expected congestion; 
and golf fans are looking for¬ 
ward to watching their sport¬ 
ing heroes at the lavish Royal 
St George’s course. 

But what of the residents of 
sleepy Sandwich? One minute it 
is a quiet, historical town with 
a population of around 4,500; 
the next a place teeming with 
thousands more, winding their 
way down cobbled streets and 
narrow side roads. 

The Open is expected to draw 
in a crowd of around 200,000 
and a large portion of the visi¬ 
tors will be staying in the im¬ 
mediate area.

The Open come back afterwards 
for another visit, and it brings in 
other people that have seen it on 
television - you wouldn’t be able 
to buy that kind of publicity. 

“The town is very busy in 
the evenings. The problem dur¬ 
ing daytime is that the golf au¬ 
thorities don’t allow passes out 
in the day so spectators have to 
stay on the course. 

“I suppose it’s so they spend 
their money there.” 

Preparations have been un¬ 


der way to ensure the area can 
cope - with high-speed train 
services extended to Sandwich, 
a bus service from the train 
station to the course, extra car 
parking facilities, and meas¬ 
ures to ensure residents do not 
face unnecessary disruption. 

So with the county ready 
and anticipating a massive £80 
million boost to the economy, 
the pressure of The Open now 
falls on the golfers. 

Despite the announcement 
earlier this week that Tiger 
Woods would not be compet¬ 
ing due to injury, the recent 
successes of British golfers such 
as Rory Mcllroy, Luke Donald 
and Lee Westwood are expect¬ 
ed to boost visitor numbers. 

Cllr Watts said well-known 
golfers can often be seen in 
town’s restaurants during the 
Open. “It’s an exciting time for 
residents and visitors,” he said. 

The Open runs from July 14- 
17, but visitors are expected to 
start arriving from Monday.

Our police top the sackings list 
for data protection breaches 


^Man raped in woodland 

POLICE are searching for a rapist after a 23- 
year-old man was attacked. 

The victim contacted police at 4.45pm on 
Tuesday and said he had been raped by an ac¬ 
quaintance in the woods by Forrester Close and 
Brymore Road in Northgate, Canterbury. 

The rapist is a white man, 6ft, 30-35, with 
short dark hair and a Liverpool accent. He wore 
dark jeans, dark trainers and a light coloured 
top. He may be called Dave. 

Police are keen to hear from witnesses. 
Investigators are keen to reassure the public 
that this is not being treated as a stranger rape 
and there have not been any similar incidents 
reported in the area.

A MEMORIAE to mark the location of a public 
fire display that went tragically wrong will be 
unveiled at Gillingham Park on Sunday. 

Nine adults and six children burned to death 
during the Gillingham Park Fete in July, 1929.

Hospital food 'good' 

KENT'S 12 community hospitals all serve high 
quality meals to patients, a study has found. 

The hospitals, including Herne Bay's Queen 
Victoria Memorial, Sheppey Community and 
Faversham Cottage, were rated either ‘good’ 
or ‘excellent’ after Patient Environment Action 
Team (PEAT) inspections.

KENT Police has Britain’s worst record for the 
number of officers and civilians sacked for ille¬ 
gally using confidential information. 

According to a report by the privacy cam¬ 
paign group Big Brother Watch, the county force 
sacked 10 workers between 2007 and 2010 and 
disciplined 2 8 for various breaches of the Data 
Protection Act. 

These included a PC who used the database to 
run checks on a suspect for an offence involving 
his father, and another member of staff who left 
confidential papers on a train. 

Big Brother Watch director Dan Hamilton 
said: “Ten job terminations in three years might 
seem a low number but nationally speaking Kent 
Police are the worst offenders so they shouldn’t 
be taking the issue lightly. 

“It’s astonishing to think that 904 police offic¬ 
ers and support staff across England have faced 
disciplinary action for abusing their access to 
confidential systems, 243 have received crimi¬ 
nal convictions and 98 have lost their jobs. 

“Our investigation shows that not only have 
police employees [nationally] been found to 
have run background records checks on friends 
and possible partners, but some have been con¬ 
victed for passing sensitive i n formation to crimi¬ 
nal gangs and drug dealers. This is at best hugely 
intrusive and, at worse, downright dangerous. 

“Police forces must adopt a zero tolerance ap¬ 
proach to this kind of behaviour. Those found 
guilty of abusing their position should be sacked 
on the spot.”

The areas with the largest number of offic¬ 
ers and police staff who had their employment 
terminated for data protection breaches since 
2007 were Kent with 10 - five officers and five 
civilians - followed by Merseyside and West Mid¬ 
lands with seven each. 

Northumbria fired six while Derbyshire and 
Humberside each sacked five. 

Big Brother Watch said the areas with the 
largest number of officers and staff subjected to 
internal disciplinary procedures were Merseyside 
(208), West Midlands (83), Humberside (62), 
South Yorkshire (42), and Northumbria (39). 

It is understood that many of the Kent breach¬ 
es were down to members of staff running do¬ 
mestic checks on their partners, neighbours or 
children’s friends. 

Det Supt Nora Chandler, of Kent Police’s pro¬ 
fessional standards department, said: “Kent Po¬ 
lice expects its officers and employees to main¬ 


tain the highest level of professionalism and 
honesty at all times. 

“When breaches relating to the security of 
data are detected they are treated seriously and 
fully investigated. 

“The force fully understands the importance 
of maintaining the integrity of its databases and 
all staff are given full and thorough training on 
this subject. 

“In short, we simply will not tolerate people 
accessing our systems for anything other than 
a lawful policing purpose. Any member of staff 
who is found to do this will face immediate and 
appropriate action.”

I will sue News of the World if they 
hacked my phone, says 7/7 victim

A SURVIVOR of the London bombings has 
threatened to sue News International over the 
phone hacking scandal. 

Beverli Rhodes, who had been travelling to 
work on the tube blown up near Kings Cross on 
July 7, 2005, told KoS on the sixth anniversary 
of the attacks on Thursday, that she feared she 
had been hacked and had commissioned a law¬ 
yer to look into her case. 

Her claims on Thursday came as News Inter¬ 
national chairman James Murdoch announced 
this Sunday’s edition of the News of the World 
would be the last after an exodus by advertisers. 

No advertisements will run and instead the 
space will be donated to charities, with proceeds 
from the last edition going to good causes. 

The Kennington resident also revealed a 
former employee at the shamed newspaper had 
admitted to her that phone calls between Ms 
Rhodes and reporters had been taped. 

“I will certainly be suing if I find that they have 
hacked,” she said. 

The 50-year-old, who suffered severe injuries 
to her chest, leg and face as well as post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder, said she was currently 
away from home and had not been able to check 
whether she had been contacted by police. 

This week it emerged that relatives of victims 
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of the bombings had been contacted by Scot¬ 
land Yard warning them that messages on their 
mobile phones may have been intercepted by 
Glenn Mulcaire, a private investigator employed 
by the News of the World, in the days following 
the attacks. 

It followed the shocking revelation that 
Mulcaire had hacked into voicemail messages 
of murdered schoolgirl Milly Dowler, which 
prompted police to turn their attention to other 
high-profile cases such as the Soham murders of 
Jessica Chapman and Holly Wells, where it was 
alleged he had targeted Jessica’s father. 

Relationships between police and journalists 
also came under the spotlight after emails emerged 
of alleged payments to officers by the paper. 

In Kent, bosses at Sankey’s pub and restau¬ 
rant in Tunbridge Wells cancelled subscrip¬ 
tions to all News International’s newspapers, 
worth £2,000 per year, and Whitstable’s 
Labour Party planned protests outside newsagents 
to discourage the purchase of News of the World. 

Former News of the World journalist and fea¬ 
tures executive, Paul McMullan, who is now land¬ 
lord of the Castle Inn pub in Dover, said phone 
hacking Milly Dowler’s phone was a “step too far”. 

“Phone hacking isn’t wrong in every case and 
it has got great results, for example, when Lord 
Prescott was exposed as having an affair and ly¬ 
ing and cheating on his wife, or the expenses fid¬ 
dling,” he said. 

“But it was allowed to get out of control. This 
is a matter of decency and this is an appalling 
case. It went too far, no-one stopped it. 

“Rebekah Brooks, my editor at the time, must 
resign. She gave me my job in 1995 and I was 
proud to say I was a News of the World reporter. 
I was then promoted to an executive. 

“For the first time I feel ashamed to have 
worked there. As a father-of-two myself I don’t 
want to even imagine what it must have been 
like for Milly Dowler’s parents. 

“It also looks like messages deleted from the 
phone weren’t just silly ones from her friends to 
clear space but also other messages so the news¬ 
paper could get exclusives.” 

Professor of journalism at the University of 
Kent, Tim Luckhurst, who is former editor and 
deputy editor of The Scotsman, called for a 
public inquiry into the matter. 

He said: “There needs to be a public inquiry 
held under the Inquiries Act 2005 with a judge,

which means witnesses can be summoned 
and required to answer questions under oath.” 

Prof Luckhurst said other titles were also in¬ 
volved in the shamed practices. 

“It’s not just the News of the World and by no 
means just News International. Relationships 
between newspapers and police and politicians 
must be looked at. 

“Politicians seem to take credit for all this com¬ 
ing out, but this was exposed because another 
newspaper - The Guardian - published it. It was 
journalists uncovering the wrongdoing.” 

He said actions of the News of the World in the 
Milly Dowler case were “beneath contempt”. 

“I’m surprised Rebekah Brooks is still chief 
executive of News International.” 

He added that the press should be self-regu¬ 
lated, but there needed to be better training for 
journalists.

Biggin Hill’s call for extended 
2012 hours must be a ‘one-off’

ORPINGTON MP Jo Johnson has voiced 
concerns that a temporary extension of 
Biggin Hill airport’s flight limit could set 
a precedent for future expansion. 

Airport bosses have applied to Brom¬ 
ley Council for an extension in operating 
hours during next year’s Olympics and 
Paralympics, and residents are being 
asked to contribute to a public consulta¬ 
tion which ends on July 2 9. 

But Mr Johnson says any such arrange¬ 
ment should be a one-off agreement. His 
older brother, London Mayor Boris John¬ 
son, wants to build an airport in the 
Thames Estuary off the Kent coast. 

“We don’t want to set a precedent that 
enables the airport to have permanently 
extended hours of operation and an in¬ 
creased number of flights,” said the MP. 

“My concern is that while wanting to 
support this national event, we don’t 
want in the process to create the condi¬ 
tions for Biggin Hill to turn into a mini 
or maxi Luton or Stansted. 

“My bottom line is the existing lease of¬ 
fers Biggin Hill plenty of scope to take full 
advantage of the commercial opportuni¬ 
ties offered by the 2012 Olympics.

“I haven’t seen the evidence that sug¬ 
gests extra flights are needed. I can’t 
speak for everyone, but a very clear 
majority of my constituents are very 
concerned about these plans.” 

During the Olympic period Biggin Hill 
wants to extend its operating hours by 
two hours a day, from 6.30am until 
10pm on weekdays. 

It also wants to run flights between 
8 am and 10pm on weekends and bank 


holidays - an increase of three hours. 

Managing director Jenny Munro said: 
“If guests use other airports and miss 
the experience of Biggin with its full 
range of services and its proximity to 
London, there is a risk that any result¬ 
ing investment would go elsewhere. 

“As one of Bromley’s largest employ¬ 
ment bases, surely the more visitors and 
potential investors we attract to the 
area, the better.” 


MP joins anti-stalking law reforms 


SHEPPEY and Sittingbourne MP 
Gordon Henderson has been chosen 
to help reform anti-stalking Laws. 

The Conservative member, other 
MPs and peers will focus on cyber- 
stalking, where victims are 
harassed through their mobile 
phones and online, and consider 
whether the existing laws in England 
and Wales are tough enough. 

Mr Henderson said: "Around 
one in five people will experience 
stalking in the UK in their lifetime 
and, unfortunately, what we are 


now seeing is a growing trend in 
cyber-stalking. 

"Internet and mobile phone 
usage is constantly on the increase, 
and with the advent of numerous 
social networking sites, this type 
of harassment has, unfortunately, 
become a very real problem." 

Up to five million people a year 
suffer from stalking or harassment 
and many victims will experience 
up to 100 incidents before talking 
to the police, British Crime Survey 
figures show.

Surfers rode in on a wave of enthusiasm

FORTY-five years ago a pioneering group of surf¬ 
ers took to the waves around the east Kent coast, 
kick-starting an unlikely surf culture which is 
still ingrained today. 

Despite the location - with smaller and less 
consistent waves than its south-west coast rivals 
Devon and Cornwall - the dedication and enthu¬ 
siasm of the trailblazers sparked the beginning of 
an admired surf scene with its own club, and a 
company, Island Surfboards, creating cutting- 
edge boards. 

Although the unpredictability of the waves 
drove some into the arms of the South West or 
further afield to places such as Australia and 
New Zealand, the Thanet and east Kent coastline 
has continued to provide a place for locals to surf 
over the past five decades. 

The surfing legacy created by the revolutionary 
group in the 1960s is now to be unearthed in an 
exhibition at the Old Lookout Gallery in Broad¬ 
stairs, revealing the history and roots of the sport. 

Created by veteran surfer Paul Knowles, who 
lives in Wickhambreaux and works in Margate, 
the display, which runs from July 15-20, will 
show the five decades of surfing in east Kent 
with photographs, vintage and classic boards, 
and memorabilia, including the first board ever 
used at popular surf spot Joss Bay, in Broadstairs, 
in 1967. 

There will also be contributions from the Brit¬ 
ish Surfing Museum and surfers from the 1960s 



who moved to all corners of the globe are expect¬ 
ed to reunite at the exhibition. 

Mr Knowles, who has been surfing for 45 
years and ran Island Surfboards, said the sport 
became popular in the 1960s through the influ¬ 
ence of music such as The Beach Boys. 

But for the Kent group the interest was stirred 
when a local man brought a surfboard back with 
him from his travels. 

“He brought it back on a boat to the UK and it 
went from there,” said Mr Knowles. 

“Surfing didn’t have the coverage it has now, 
but it blossomed here. 

“People started going to Devon and Cornwall 
to find good surf, but those who lived in the 
area, who had to stay here for work, could surf 
here, although it was a bit more unpredictable. 


“But because the waves are less consistent 
here I think it makes it more special. When you 
have a good day surfing you know it might not 
be the same the next day. 

“Surfing became popular here in the late 60s, 
People started coming down from London if the 
weather conditions were right and they would 
surf at Joss Bay and Viking Bay.” 

Some of the local surfers took part in compe¬ 
titions at the UK’s surfing hot spots, including 
Kent’s own beaches. 

The exhibition will show the changes in surf¬ 
boards and culture through the years. 

“Surfing definitely has a culture. Back in the 
1960s surfers could be identified by a surfing 
T-shirt, but these days lots of people wear these 
brands,” said Mr Knowles. 

Asked whether the myths of territorial surfers 
guarding their bays from others were true, the 
63-year-old admitted it did happen. 

“I suppose some of them will surf in packs and 
if the waves are good they will guard it, but this 
isn’t something I have seen much of,” he said. 

“The sea is free and so everyone should be able 
to use it, but there is an etiquette when surfing, 
for example, making sure you don’t get in some¬ 
one’s way.” 

He added: “I would like the exhibition to be¬ 
come mobile. Margate is expanding with art and 



culture and surfing should be a part of this as it 
has its own culture and is an art.”

Purple reigns as Prince rocks Hop Farm

‘We must come to terms with 
cuts’ orders new police chief

THE new chief executive of the Kent 
Police Authority says it is time to accept 
the spending cuts and focus on how to 
cope with them. 

Graham Hooper joins the KPA at a 
time when the county force must make 
£50 million of savings over the next 
four years, but the former Met Police of¬ 
ficer says he is encouraged by the con¬ 
tingency plans already in place. 

He also said he understood why mo¬ 
rale among Kent officers was low, but 
that he was confident crime rates would 
continue to fall despite the expected loss 
of 1,500 staff. 

“I think we've got to the point now 
where we have to accept the reality of the 
situation we are in,” said Mr Hooper. 

“We could have an endless debate 
about the fairness of the cuts but the 
real point here is that we are all going 
through a difficult period of budget re¬ 
ductions which are going to impact on 
pretty much every police force in the 
country, as well as other parts of the 
public sector. 

“We’re past the point of negotiations

so we just have to accept the cuts, roll 
our sleeves up and deal with them as 
best as we can. 

“From what I’ve seen we’re in quite 
a good position to cope with them, and 
could come out in a stronger position 
than we are already in. 

“The chief constable’s restructure 
plans are sound and have already been 
endorsed by the authority, so it’s just a 
case of pushing ahead and getting on 
with things.” 

Last week the chairman of the Kent 
Police Federation, Ian Pointon, said 


morale among officers was “below the 
floor” as a result of the spending cuts. 

About 87 per cent of 1,500 bobbies 
quizzed in a federation survey felt crime 
would rise and service to the public 
would fall, and that people would want 
to leave the force as a result. 

Mr Hooper, who lives in Chislehurst, 
Bromley, said he understood officers’ 
anguish. 

But he added: “It’s worth pointing out 
that the chief constable has committed 
to putting more officers on front line 
duty and changing some of the response 
arrangements, which I think officers 
would welcome. 

“Change is always difficult for people 
to accept, but if it’s carefully and sensi¬ 
bly managed then I can see us coming 
out the other end in a strong position. ” 

Mr Hooper has more than 30 years’ 
experience in policing and has also 
worked in policy roles for Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of Constabulary, the Home 
Office, and the National Policing Im¬ 
provement Agency. 

Since his retirement in February last 
year he has worked as a senior lecturer 
in criminology at the University of West 
London.

Former planning chief 
says airport expansion 
breaks council policies

A FORMER Government planning expert has 
issued a plea to the inspector at the Lydd Airport 
inquiry to recommend refusal of the controver¬ 
sial plans. 

Retired Anthony Bingham, who was princi¬ 
ple inspector for the Planning Inspectorate for 
10 years during his 50-year career, argued that 
refusal should be recommended to the secretary 
of state. 

“In the whole of my career I have never 
encountered proposals that are so contrary to so 
many planning policies,” he said. “I urge the in¬ 
spector to come to the same conclusion.” 

During the public inquiry this week, Mr Bing¬ 
ham accused Shepway District Council of ap¬ 
proving plans which failed to satisfy its own 
planning policies. 

He asked the inspector examining the appli¬ 
cation to look at Manston airport in Thanet for 
extra capacity instead. 

The inquiry, which has been running for 
five months and will continue through to 
September, is looking at plans by airport owners to 
expand the runway by more than 300 metres 
and build a new terminal capable of handling up 
to 500,000 passengers a year. 

Shepway council voted in favour of the 
£25 million plans following a seven-hour 
meeting in March last year, despite overwhelm¬ 
ing opposition. 

Some 14,000 protest letters were sent to the 
secretary of state and three months later the 
Government announced a public inquiry would 
be held in 2011, with bosses at Lydd Airport 


admitting they were “deeply disappointed”. 

Campaigners from Lydd Airport Action Group 
(LAAG), which has 3,000 members, argued that 
fragile habitats and wildlife would be damaged 
by the expansion, and noise pollution and traffic 
would be detrimental to residents’ lives. 

A nuclear expert also warned of the dangers 
of expanding an airport so close to Dungeness 
power station. 

But business leaders and Folkestone and Hythe 
Tory MP Damian Collins, said the development 
would be beneficial to the future of Shepway. 

On Tuesday, members of the public were given 
the opportunity to speak for the first time in the 
inquiry and despite the overwhelming majority 
being against the plans, some were in favour. 

Maureen Tomison, who stood in the May elec¬ 
tions for the Folkestone East ward for Labour, said 
jobs and regeneration were needed in Romney 
Marsh and Lydd which could be created through 
the airport and subsequent developments of 
hotels and shopping for those using Lydd. 

Louise Barton, from LAAG, said Lydd Airport’s 
figure of 600 direct jobs per million passengers 
was “too optimistic” and the figure was more 
likely to be between 250 and 450. 

But MP Mr Collins said: “Shepway as a whole, 
and Romney Marsh in particular, badly needs to 
attract investment and jobs. 

“Romney Marsh is already a deprived area, 
with little opportunity for employment. 

“At a time when the future of the power sta¬ 
tion at Dungeness is uncertain, we cannot afford 
to throw away the opportunity that investment 
in the airport’s development represents.”

NOT many people know it, but 
Ramsgate can boast the UK’s largest 
outdoor art gallery - and now the man 
behind it has unveiled plans for a new, 
even more ambitious, project 

The Great Wall of Ramsgate was the 
brainchild of Gerry O’Donnell and, like 
many such ventures, grew from small 
beginnings to the point where it now 
hosts 102 paintings by 94 artists, with 
another 18 being painted. 

The works have been placed on 
hoardings around the Royal Sands de¬ 
velopment, a complex of apartments be¬ 
ing built on the site of the former Pleas- 
urama arcade by Cardy Construction. 

The saga of the derelict site has been 
contentious for years, and the Great 
Wall has given a flourish to what has 
been a problematic area. 

And now Mr O’Donnell has set his 
sights on The Great Light Sculptures of 
Ramsgate. 

“Having achieved the success of the 
Great Wall, I thought what could be 
our next project -1 love the arts, I love 
doing things. 

“I was looking at Ramsgate harbour 
and remember the rows of fairy lights

- now, that isn’t going to happen again, 
I know, but I did think there was some¬ 
thing we could do.” 

The first image that came to Mr 
O’Donnell’s mind was a shining, one¬ 
dimensional, sailing ship and then, as 
ever, the ambition expanded. 

“The objective is to put two or three 
light sculptures around the harbour 
and pier yard which people would see 
as they came down Royal Parade. They 
would be at least 15ft high and the sail¬ 
ing ship would be 45ft. 

“I would also like to see the lights on 
Royal Parade itself restored - there’s a 


few missing and it makes the town looks 
run-down and tatty.” 

The materials for the planned sculp¬ 
tures has yet to be decided - “it’s fluid,” 
said Mr O’Donnell - but early thoughts 
lean towards stainless-steel structures 
set in concrete plinths. 

Planning permission and other such 
intricacies aside, there is, of course, the 
small matter of financing the project. 

Mr O’Donnell has a “best guesstimate” 
of £500,000 and accepts that such a 
figure represents a considerably greater 
challenge than that posed by the Great 
Wall project, where money was raised 
solely through voluntary effort. 

With the sculptures, there might need 
to be recourse to (cash-strapped) local 
authorities, but Mr O’Donnell is confi¬ 
dent that the record of the Great Wall 
committee stands for itself. 

“We’ve shown that we deliver what we 
promise,” he said. “The principle of rais¬ 
ing money is always the same - you’ve 
just got to be a bit bigger in your minds. ”

‘Low priority’ areas to buy 
in their own salt for winter

PARISHES and community groups 
will be able to buy their own salt bins 
next winter to cater for areas currently 
deemed low priority by officials. 

It comes in response to requests from 
parishes to purchase and maintain bins 
for their areas to help cope during freez¬ 
ing temperatures and snow. 

Currently there are more than 2,000 
bins in the county, but these are placed 
only in priority areas, such as public 
footpaths and pavements. 

At a Kent County Council environ¬ 
ment, highways and waste overview 
and scrutiny committee meeting at 
County Hall this week, members voted 
overwhelmingly in favour of allowing 
parishes and community groups, cur¬ 
rently without bins, the chance to pur¬ 
chase their own and subsequent refills. 

Director of Kent Highway Services, 
John Burr, said where salt bins should 
be provided Kent County Council would 
continue to provide them, and the rank¬ 
ing system used to highlight priority ar¬ 
eas would still be in place. 

“In purchasing bins, we’re talking

about those places where there is not a 
high enough priority to justify funding, 
but where we wouldn’t object to there 
being one placed,” he said. 

A review looking into KCC and Kent 
Highways Service’s response to last 
winter’s harsh weather found that a 
number of parishes and groups had ex¬ 
pressed a desire to purchase and man¬ 
age their own bins. 

Costs are estimated at £600 per bin, 
including a limited number of refills. 

A KCC report into the changes said it 
would allow parishes to take control of 
what is bought and take responsibility 
for future maintenance and refilling. 


But the document also warned of 
some disadvantages: “(There could be) 
an increase in salt bins across the coun¬ 
ty, potentially with some that are not 
necessary in areas where Kent High¬ 
way Services (KHS) already provide 
winter service gritting. 

“From previous experience it is likely 
that in time these may become the re¬ 
sponsibility of KHS in respect of mainte¬ 
nance, replacement and filling.” 

The report stated that leaving the sys¬ 
tem unchanged would limit “the prolif¬ 
eration of salt bins”, but that the needs 
of all areas would not be met. 

The majority of members voted to al¬ 
low parishes to buy their own salt bins 
if desired. 

Cllr Robert Brookbank, representa¬ 
tive for Swanley, said it was the “only 
way forward”. 

The winter review also announced 
that one tonne salt and sand mix bags 
will be delivered to more than 100 par¬ 
ishes at the end of October or beginning 
of November to be stored for use during 
the winter season. 

Last winter, bags were not delivered 
until after a forecast of snow, causing a 
delay in some arriving.

Small businesses slam 
congestion plan for toll

A GROUP representing almost 
7,000 of Kent’s small businesses 
has criticised the Government’s 
plan for managing congestion 
at the Dartford Crossing. 

Roads minister Mike Pen¬ 
ning announced last week that 
for the next six months the toll 
barriers will only be lifted once 
traffic queues stretch back fur¬ 
ther than Junctions 4 (Kent 
side) or 28 (Essex side) of the 
M2 5 - a distance of about 10 
miles in either direction. 

The Highways Agency will 
trial the system until the end of 
the year, but the Federation of 
Small Businesses (FSB) has de¬ 
scribed it as “not good enough”. 

North Kent branch chairman 
Neville Gaunt said: “A 10-mile 
queue means a massive delay 
for motorists and adds consid¬ 
erable expense for businesses 
due to fuel and time being wast¬ 
ed while the queue exists. 

“We have seen it take up to 
two hours to travel that 10 
miles in the past, and we believe 
that is an unacceptable delay. 

“And it isn’t just motorists

on the M2 5 who are affected by 
such a queue. A 10-mile delay 
on the M2 5 means motorists 
using the A2, M20 and local 
roads around Dartford and 
Greenhithe are also caught up 
in the congestion as the queues 
rapidly extend along these 
main trunk roads, too.” 

Mr Gaunt added that due to 
the design of the barriers at the 
crossing, they cannot be perma¬ 
nently placed in the raised posi¬ 
tion and must be lowered for 
each vehicle that approaches. 

“While the driver may not be 
paying the toll, there is still a 
significant time delay while 
that happens,” he said. 

“The FSB will be campaign¬ 
ing to cut the distance so that 
when queues reach J1 rather 
than J4 the toll charges are 


lifted, and for the barrier con¬ 
trol technology to be changed 
so the barriers can be left in the 
up position permanently when 
tolls are not being charged. ” 

The new system was an¬ 
nounced as part of a consulta¬ 
tion into controversial plans to 
increase the cost of using the 
Dartford Crossing by a massive 
6 7 per cent. 

Under the plans, car drivers 
will pay £2.50 to cross the Riv¬ 
er Thames - a £1 increase from 
the current price and £1.50 
more than just two years ago. 

Kent County Council leader 
Cllr Paul Carter said: “Clearly it 
is never good news when prices 
go up, but we welcome that the 
Government has made a com¬ 
mitment to look at the longer 
term capacity of the crossing. 

“We have undertaken our 
own study and identified that 
the best place for a new crossing 
would be from between the east 
of Gravesend and the east of 
Tilbury. The benefits of this low¬ 
er Thames crossing would help 
alleviate severe congestion and 
boost business and employment 
prospects by eight times more 
than at any other location.”

Watchdogs launch survey on hospital merger

PATIENTS who use two hos¬ 
pital trusts earmarked for a 
merger have been asked to 
raise any fears they may have 
about the proposal. 

Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust is currently in discussions 
with Dartford and Gravesham 


NHS Trust about the possibility 
of combining a number of serv¬ 
ices, sparking concerns people 
may have to travel miles further 
to receive certain treatments. 

Health watchdogs from the 
Kent and Medway Local In¬ 
volvement Networks (LINks) 
are now asking patients to fill 
in an online survey ahead of 
the proposed merger being im¬ 


plemented next spring. 

Medway LINk project worker 
Neville Dack said: “Our role is 
to inform and involve patients 
in improving health services, 
and something like this has the 
potential for huge implications 
for healthcare depending on 
how they do it. 

“We have received more 
than 140 responses so far, and 


a lot of those voice concerns 
about how far people may have 
to travel. The hospital trusts 
have already said that mater¬ 
nity, accident and emergency, 
children’s and outpatient de¬ 
partments will be maintained 
at both sites, but there are 
other services that people also 
access on a regular basis. 

“If they’re talking about merg¬ 
ing backroom staff and mak¬ 
ing efficiencies then that makes 
sense, but it’s a huge undertak¬ 
ing and our concern is that peo¬ 
ple have safe, effective and ef¬ 
ficient services, and that’s what 
we will be trying to safeguard.’’ 

In April the Medway NHS 
Foundation Trust - which runs 
Medway Maritime Hospital in 
Gillingham - was criticised by 
the health watchdog Monitor 
for being in “significant breach” 
of the terms relating to its foun¬ 
dation trust status by failing to 
meet its financial plans. 

In contrast, Dartford and 
Gravesham NHS Trust - which 
runs the PFI (private finance 
initiative) Darent Valley Hos¬ 
pital - has been rated by the 
Care Quality Commission as 
“excellent” for its financial

management. 

Mr Dack said: “It’s unclear 
what consultation the two sides 
are doing because it’s an inter¬ 
nal process at the moment, but 
there are so many unknowns. 

“I don’t know how the two 
hospitals will work together in 
terms of finances with Darent 
Valley being a PFI. 

“I have every sympathy for 
the trusts because they’re only 
in the research phase at the mo¬ 
ment, but the fear is we’ll get to 
September and the merger will 
be a fait accompli.” 

A joint statement by both 
NHS trusts said the purpose of 
coming together was to build 
on the range and quality of 


services, not reduce them. 

It said: “By working together 
we can build on what we al¬ 
ready do well and create an 
even stronger range of local 
services for the future. In ad¬ 
dition, by merging the boards 
and some support functions, 
we can cut out duplication and 
release savings that can be re¬ 
invested in more and better 
frontline care. 

“We will not make any sig¬ 
nificant changes without con¬ 
sulting local people first.”

Book puts spotlight on torture

BRITAIN’S alleged role in the transfer and tor¬ 
ture of suspected terrorists has been put under 
the microscope by a Kent county councillor. 

Roger Gough - KCC cabinet member for busi¬ 
ness strategy, performance and health reform 
- collaborated on the new book Account Ren¬ 
dered, which details how the United States came 
to adopt policies of abduction, detention and 
maltreatment of prisoners. 

The publication of the book is timely as an in¬ 
quiry into the use of torture and the alleged com¬ 
plicity of the UK Government will be held this year. 

“It’s been very damaging to the intelligence 
services that these stories and rumours have 
been doing the rounds for a while now,” said Cllr 
Gough, who represents the Darent Valley ward 
in Sevenoaks for the Tories. “The truth can’t be 
any worse and indeed may be less harmful than 
what’s been alleged, so what we’re trying to do 
with this book is get everything out in the open 
so Britain can move on and continue to make a 
big contribution in dealing with terrorism. 

“There’s been this drip of allegations where 
ministers have said one thing and then had to 
admit they were wrong - for example when it 
was admitted in 2008 that terror suspects had 
been rendered through (the British territory of) 
Diego Garcia after a number of previous denials. 

“It’s shocking that Americans who pushed 
for anti-torture legislation were the people who 
abandoned all that and adopted these practices, 
and that Britain got wrapped up in it.” 

Cllr Gough’s co-authors on Account Rendered 
are Stuart McCracken and Andrew Tyrie, who is a 
Tory MP and chairman of the all-party Parliamen¬ 
tary group on extraordinary rendition, the process 
by which terror suspects are transferred to coun¬ 
tries which do not have laws to prevent torture. 

The book examines America’s response to 
9/11 and contains a large number of documents 
relating to issues including the war on terror and 
the CIA’s global network of secret prisons. 

“As we move towards the Government’s in¬ 
quiry - which will start quite soon - we thought 
we would set out what we know has happened 
as well as questions which still need to be an¬ 
swered,” said Cllr Gough. “My role was to draw 
everything together to produce what is both a 
book and an account of everything that has hap-

Campaigner attacks police over Stone

AN ARMCHAIR detective who 
ran a website dedicated to 
clearing Chillenden murderer 
Michael Stone’s name has crit¬ 
icised Kent Police’s refusal to 
reopen the case. 

Stone was convicted of the 
1996 murders of Lin and Meg¬ 


an Russell mainly on the evi¬ 
dence of a fellow prisoner who 
claimed he had confessed to 
him in prison. 

But supporters of the former 
Gillingham resident say there 
is now compelling evidence 
that killer Levi Bellfield - found 
guilty last month of the mur¬ 
der of Milly Dowler in 2002 
- is the man responsible. 


Kent Police have so far re¬ 
fused to reopen the case, which 
the creator of www.michael- 
stone.co.uk, John Aidiniantz, 
says is the wrong move. 

“They aren’t looking for 
anyone else but the chances 
of Michael Stone being the 
Chillenden murderer are about 
the same as for the judge who 
sentenced him,” he said.

“Stone’s DNA was not found 
at the scene of the crime so it 
is hoped the police will keep 
an open mind as a result of 
the convictions of Levi Bell¬ 
field, and co-operate with the 
reopening of the case wherever 
the results lead. 

“Kent Police are keen to re¬ 
mind the public they are not 
looking for anyone else, and in¬ 
deed they stopped looking for 
anyone else the moment they 
arrested Michael Stone 14 
years ago. 

“That is not something to be 
trumpeted if it turns out Levi 
Bellfield was responsible for kill¬ 
ing Lin and Megan Russell. ” 

Dr Russell, 45, and her 
daughters Megan, six, and 
Josie, nine, were tied up and 
beaten with a hammer as they 
walked home through fields. 

Miraculously, Josie survived 
the attack and is now an artist. 

Mr Aidiniantz, who describes 
himself as a “retired armchair 
detective”, created the website 
dedicated to Stone because he 
was concerned the prisoner 
had never received a fair trial. 

He said the alleged confession 
to a fellow inmate should not 
have been relied upon, and oth¬ 
er evidence - such as the level of 
violence, the use of a vehicle and 
a description provided by Josie - 


pointed to Bellfield as the killer. 

Mr Aidiniantz added that 
while Stone seems a “thorough¬ 
ly dislikeable character”, he was 
attracted to the case due to the 
“absurdity” of his conviction. 

He said: “Even if Michael 
Stone had shouted his confes¬ 
sion from the rooftops facing 
the Old Bailey or had presented 
his confession on a plate to the 
police, this would only have 
proved he had read the news¬ 


papers or watched the TV. 

“It would not have proved he 
was the murderer unless some¬ 
thing more was said - some¬ 
thing which only the murderer 
could have known and which 
was not known by the whole 
population of Kent.” 

Stone, who was jailed in 
1998, has lost a retrial and has 
had two appeals rejected.

Commuters 
given instant 
fares claim

A NEW rail scheme which will give train passen¬ 
gers the chance to claim compensation immedi¬ 
ately on delayed journeys has been launched. 

The Delay Repay initiative was rolled out by 
operator Southeastern after it came under fire in 
the winter for a poor service which saw com¬ 
muters suffer delays and cancellations during 
two bouts of heavy snow. 

Despite complaints from passengers and MPs, 
performance statistics showed the company ran an 
average of 82.04 per cent of trains on time last 
year, narrowly meeting the 82 per cent target. Had 
it fallen below this figure, passengers would have 
been eligible for a five per cent discount off fares. 

Campaigners pushed for a better compensa¬ 
tion system and Southeastern developed the new 
scheme to allow commuters to claim 50 per cent 
of the fare back if any journey is delayed by 30 
minutes or more, and 100 per cent if delayed by 
more than an hour. 

Charles Horton, Southeastern managing di¬ 
rector, said: “This is something passenger groups 
have called for and we’re sure customers will feel 
this is a fairer arrangement.” 

Passengers will be able to make claims either on¬ 
line or via a freepost leaflet available at stations. 

Compensation is paid in rail travel vouchers that 
can be used as payment towards another rail ticket 
including season tickets in the next 12 months.

Cuts are driving us all mad 

Government is to blame for rising transport prices that are creating a cost 
of living crisis, argues Labour’s shadow transport secretary Maria Eagle 


KENT motorists were dealt an¬ 
other blow last week with the 
decision of the Tory-led Govern¬ 
ment to hike the cost of using the 
Dartford Crossing by two-thirds. 

Increasing the cost to £2 this 
year and £2.50 next year, on 
top of the current high cost of 
fuel, could feel like the final 
straw for those who have to 
use the crossing regularly. 

Filling the tank has never cost 
more, and the Chancellor has 
added to the burden by increasing 
VAT on fuel to 2 0 per cent. Thanks 
to fuel duty, this is a tax on a tax. In 
rural areas prices can be up to 10- 
15p per litre higher. 

But it isn’t just fuel costs that 
are making car ownership so ex¬ 
pensive, it is huge rises in insur¬ 
ance premiums, up 74 per cent 
in the past year for a small family 
car. And it’s breakdown cover, 
up 19 per cent, and servicing 
costs, up seven per cent. Even 
the cost of a new tyre has dou¬ 
bled on a year ago. For those on 
average incomes, the cost of run¬ 


ning a car has now reached 13 
per cent of household expendi¬ 
ture, and for the lowest income 
group it now comprises a quar¬ 
ter of their monthly budget. 

At the same time, people are 
seeing wages frozen or hours 
cut. Whether it is mortgage or 
rent, energy and water bills, or 
the cost of the weekly shop, pric¬ 
es are rising while money com¬ 
ing in has stayed the same or 
dropped. That squeeze on house¬ 
hold budgets is the cost of living 
crisis facing Kent families. 

And the rising cost of getting 
around is adding to the burden. 
That’s why the government 
was wrong to increase VAT 
and wrong to increase the cost 
of using the Dartford Crossing. 

Public transport is also more 
expensive, with rail costs now 
out of the reach for many. I vis¬ 
ited Chatham a couple of weeks 
ago to launch Labour’s cam¬ 
paign against Government plans 
to allow rail fares to spiral. 

Ministers have told the train 


operating companies they can 
increase ticket prices by three 
per cent above inflation for 
each of the next three years. 
With inflation set to go up, that 
means fares will be 28 per cent 
higher in 2015 than they are 
today. Medway commuters for 
example will be facing a season 
ticket price of over £5,000. 

The reason for these fare ris¬ 
es is to fill the black hole in the 
Department for Transport’s 
budget, caused by the decision 
to cut too far and too fast. It’s 
right that we must reduce the 
deficit - Labour would have 
halved it over this parliament 
- but the Government’s deci¬ 
sion to go further will cause 
hardship for many. 

The other consequence of the 
Government’s cuts is the loss of 
bus services and the scaling 
back or removal of transport 
subsidies for young people. 

A combination of the end of 
EMA and the loss of bus servic¬ 
es and bus passes is putting at

risk young people’s ability to 
stay on in education post-16. 

And older people are suffer¬ 
ing too as a result of losing lo¬ 
cal bus services. During the 
election campaign David Cam¬ 
eron claimed he’d protect free 
bus passes for older people. 

What he didn’t tell pension¬ 
ers was he would be taking 
away bus services instead. For 
those services that remain, bus 
fares are also going up in many 
places by more than inflation. 

Transport isn’t a luxury, but 
an essential part of our lives. 
However you get around, the 
cost of transport is rising. 

The Tory-led government 
doesn’t understand the difficul¬ 
ties caused by the rising cost of 
fuel and public transport prices. 
They should listen to people’s ex¬ 
periences and do something to 
tackle the cost of living crisis 
hurting families in Kent. And as 
a start, they should abandon 
their plans to raise the cost of us¬ 
ing the Dartford Crossing. 


KOS COMMENT 


No excuse for council 
over "panel from hell" 

THE appeals panel debacle that af¬ 
fected pupils in Tunbridge Wells last 
year is a damning indictment on Kent 
County Council’s ability to manage its 
own admissions process. 

While this may well have been a 
one-off, the fact the Local Government 
Ombudsman found so many things 
wrong with the system suggests a re¬ 
peat is certainly not beyond the realms 
of possibility. 

KCC has had more than a year to 
rectify the situation and says a lot of 
training and development has taken 
place in that time. 

For the sake of children and parents 
across Kent, let’s hope we’ve seen the 
last of such “panels from hell’’.

I found the food very poor, 
likewise the care. If I can 
possibly help it, I will never go 
into hospital again.

Federation and hauliers cross 
with Dartford Crossing plans

HAULIERS will be hit by controversial plans to 
increase the Dartford Crossing toll, according to 
the Freight Transport Association. 

The Tunbridge Wells-based organisation has 
raised concerns with the price-hike proposal, 
which will see HGVs charged £6 to cross from 
Dartford to Thurrock by 2012. 

The fee rise was unveiled last week as part of 
a package of controversial Crossing congestion 
management proposals. 

Highways Agency bosses have been given 
permission to trial a ‘free-flow’ congestion-eas¬ 
ing system that will see the pay barriers lifted - 
allowing motorists to cross without paying 
- once traffic jams pass the 10-mile mark. 

The FTA tentatively welcomed the move, but 
the Federation of Small Businesses (FSB) said 10 
miles was too long. 

An FTA spokesman said: “The Dartford- 
Thurrock Crossing is a key piece of freight infra¬ 
structure and is used by thousands of commer¬ 
cial vehicles every day. For most, it is the only 
viable option, but the congestion that can occur 
around it represents a huge cost to our members

- around £50 per hour. So we support what 
the Government is trying to achieve with the 
introduction of free-flow technology, not charg¬ 
ing when congestion is particularly heavy, and 
looking into an additional Thames crossing. 

“However, we are very concerned about the 
scale and quick succession of the increases being 
proposed to pay for it, which will amount to an 
increase to £6 for HGVs per crossing by 2012. 

“Forecasts show congestion is only going to 
get worse, so industry will feel a lot better when 
we see hard evidence of real improvements being 


made to the toll booths or, even better, the con¬ 
struction of a Thames crossing to ease the strain 
and reduce transport costs and emissions. 

“We would like to see the tolls scrapped entire¬ 
ly, but with the economy as it is we are sure they 
won’t say goodbye to this revenue stream. 

“However, we do want those congestion- 
busting measures to be introduced as soon as 
possible so our members aren’t going to be 
paying more for a system which isn’t fit for 
purpose.” 

The FSB urged the Government to reduce the 
‘free-flow’ 10-mile tailback marker as the cost to 
Kent businesses of such congestion was high. 

North Kent branch chairman Neville Gaunt 
said: “A 10-mile queue means a massive delay 
for motorists and adds considerable expense for 
businesses due to fuel and time being wasted 
while the queue exists. We have seen it take up 
to two hours to travel that 10 miles in the past, 
and we believe that is an unacceptable delay. 

“It isn’t just motorists on the M2 5 who are 
affected by such a queue. A 10-mile delay on the 
M2 5 means motorists using the A2, M20 and 
roads around Dartford and Greenhithe are also 
caught up in the congestion as the queues rap¬ 
idly extend along these main trunk roads, too.”

Budget hotel chain 
brings 20 new jobs 



TRAVELODGE has unveiled 
plans for a 60-bed hotel in Sit- 
tingbourne, creating 20 jobs. 

The firm will pump £3.6 mil¬ 
lion into the Bell Road hotel 
and fill all the entry-level roles 
with long-term unemployed lo¬ 
cal residents, thanks to its part¬ 
nership with Job Centre Plus. 

The Kent investment comes 
as part of a £165m expansion 
which will see 22 hotels open 
across the UK. 

Travelodge chief executive 
Guy Parsons said: “Despite the 
challenging consumer market, 
the demand for low-cost, good- 
quality hotels is a growing 
trend across the UK. 

“We have been looking for 
some time to find the right 
site in Sittingbourne and we 
are delighted to be building at 
Bell Road. We will be offering 
rooms from £19, which will at¬ 
tract new business and leisure 
visitors to the town, helping to 
boost the local economy.” 

By the end of the year, Trav¬ 
elodge will have 540 hotels 
- equating to 40,000 rooms. 

And with demand for brand¬ 
ed budget hotels set to rise in 
the coming years, the compa¬ 
ny has increased its long-term 
growth targets. 

Mr Parsons said: “Today’s

consumers want the certainty 
and services offered by branded 
budget hotel operators. 

“They are moving away in 
significant numbers from the 
independent, unbranded ac¬ 
commodation sector, much of 
which is of poor quality. 

“This trend is set to grow fur¬ 
ther and Travelodge is stepping 
in to give customers what they 
want - a good night’s sleep at 
an affordable price in great 
locations. In line with this 


trend from consumers want¬ 
ing budget accommodation, 
we have increased our growth 
targets and plan to have 1,100 
hotels in Europe with more than

Hotel industry consultant 
Melvin Gold said the budget 
end of the market was boom¬ 
ing and had shown no signs of 
slowing down.

Changes to state pension prove 
a double whammy for women 

Paul Harding, director of Chevening Financial, Looks at the dark side of equality 


I ALREADY feel a little 
apprehensive as a man writing 
about women’s equality. 

And I certainly have no 
desire to blunder into the 
politics of it all. But it's a 
subject that's hard to ignore in 
the financial world right now. 

We recently had a European 
legal judgement that will make 
it harder for insurers to take 
gender into account when 
determining risk, and this week 
all the talk is of the increase 
in the age at which women 
will be entitled to the state 
pension. 

As ever, there are different 
ways of looking at this pension- 
age equalisation. 

On the one hand, ignoring 
individual cases, why shouldn’t 
the age at which men and 
women receive a state benefit 
be the same? Indeed, the fact 
that women tend to live longer 
on average means they will 
probably still get more from 
their state pension than a man 
receiving the same amount. 

On the other hand, the 
changes are being brought in

within a relatively short time 
period in pension-planning 
terms, in around seven to eight 
years. This makes it difficult 
for those with firm retirement 
plans already worked out (and 
they ought to be by now!) to 
make up any shortfalls. 

There was, of course, never 
any prospect that the male 
retirement age would be 
lowered to create equality, but 


to the women most affected 
it must feel like a double 
whammy to find equalisation 
followed so closely by the 
need to also increase the (now) 
universal retirement age. 

Perhaps those most 
affected should be given 
special assistance? The 
political machinations are no 
doubt ongoing, but with an 
increasingly cost-conscious 
Exchequer this is unlikely and 
so thousands of women could 
find they miss out on a year or 
two of happy retirement. 

For those affected by this, 
a good starting point would 
be to consult an independent 
financial adviser, who should 
be able to determine to what 
degree they may lose out. 

They can then help with any 
new planning that may be 
required while there is still 
time to act. 

Maybe on this occasion 
it seems that the price of 
equality is painfully high.

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Report shows red tape is 
tying up small businesses

CHAMBER of Commerce bosses have called on 
Government to strip away burdensome employ¬ 
ment legislation in a bid to stimulate growth and 
job-creation. 

The plea was made after a British Chambers of 
Commerce (BCC) report found that sole traders 
blamed red tape for not taking on additional staff. 

One in three of the 1,000 businessmen sur¬ 
veyed said forthcoming pension requirements 
formed the biggest new-employment barrier; dis¬ 
missal rules and sickness absence were joint sec¬ 
ond most troublesome hurdles at 2 7 per cent. 

Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce chief ex¬ 
ecutive Jo James said the Government should do 
more to encourage job creation, particularly at 
the sole trader and SME level. 

“The Government expects the private sector to 
replace the jobs being lost in the public sector, 
and it is therefore vitally important that poten¬ 
tial new employers are supported in every way 
possible,” she said. “There is a wealth of aspir¬ 
ing small businesses that have the potential and 
ability to expand and employ, but I know from 
experience that they find the associated red tape 
and legislation very daunting. Anything that 
eases this burden will be most welcome. 

“In the meantime, I strongly advise anybody 
considering employing people to consult the 
chamber for advice and support. To successfully 
expand your business and employ others can 
be extremely satisfying and, although there are 
problems, they are not insurmountable.” 

BCC director of policy Adam Marshall said: 
“In the UK, the proportion of enterprises with no 
employees has increased each year since 2004. 
There are currently more than 3.6 m il l ion sole 
traders, and while not all of these people want or 
have the potential to expand, some do. 



LEGISLATION: Calls to cut the red-tape barrier 

“Businesses consistently state that employ¬ 
ment regulation prevents them from taking on 
more staff. In an environment of high unem¬ 
ployment and weak economic growth, the Gov¬ 
ernment has to look at how it can free up these 
business-owners to grow their enterprises. 

“New entrepreneurs are more ambitious. Ex¬ 
empting new businesses from 2012 pension re¬ 
forms in their first three years or until they have 
more than 10 employees would remove one of 
the biggest barriers to job creation. 

“In addition, sole traders tell us that a reduced 
rate of employer National Insurance contribu¬ 
tion would encourage individuals starting out 
on their own to take on their first staff member. 

“While the Government has created initia¬ 
tives to reduce the burden of red tape, some of 
these measures don’t go far enough. The NI 
holiday created for start-ups is being used by 
fewer than 3,000 firms, suggesting it needs to be 
more flexible to allow businesses to benefit. 

“In addition, the Government’s move to ex¬ 
empt micro businesses from new regulation 
fails to take into account the vast amount of 
existing legislation. We have to get conditions 
right for these business-owners if we want more 
jobs, greater investment and stronger economic 
growth across the UK.”

The latest application, if 
rubber-stamped by council 
chiefs, will see arrivals land 
from 6.30am and departures 


take off until 10pm during 
the peak weekdays. 

Airport bosses have also 
asked for weekend and bank 
holiday operating hours to 
be extended. 

Managing director Jenny 
Munro said: “Having listened 
carefully and responded 
to the concerns of our 
neighbours, we believe 
this new plan represents a 
constructive way forward.

Kinsella has come a long way 
in the last 14 years.

Deaths a reminder of 
the need to take care 

EIGHTEEN people in the South East Lost their 
Lives Last year while working, figures show. 

Health and Safety Executive (HSE) data 
showed a total of 171 employees across Britain 
died at work during the year. This comes after 
the record Low of 2009, in which 147 workers 
- employed or self-employed - died. 

HSE chair Judith Hackitt said: "The increase 
in the number of deaths in the Last year is 
disappointing after an all-time Low last year. 

"However, we must remember that we still 
have one of the Lowest rates of fatal injury 
anywhere in Europe. 

"The fact that 171 people failed to come home 
from work to their Loved ones last year reminds 
us all of what we are here to do. 

"It is a stark reminder of the need to ensure 
that health and safety remains focused on the 
real risks which exist in workplaces, not on trivia 
and pointless paperwork. 

"We all have a role to play - employers, 
employees and regulators - and leadership 
is fundamental to maintaining and improving 
our performance even further. In a world of 
work which is constantly changing, we must all 
continue to review what we do and how we do 
it and strive to become even more effective at 
managing risks which cost Lives." 

Based on available data (2007), Britain 
continues to have the Lowest rate of fatal 
injuries to workers among the five Leading 
industrial nations in Europe - Germany, France, 
Spain and Italy are the other four - for a six-year 
period.

A follow-up event is due to take place at the 
Gateway Plus in the autumn. 

Thanet council cabinet member for partner¬ 
ships Cllr Alasdair Bruce said: "The success 
we've seen from our first employment fair was 
nothing less than stunning, and to learn that so 
many people who attended have since found 
jobs is excellent news. 

"Despite the tough times we find ourselves in, 
there are clearly still positions to be filled." 


Civil service eyes 
future workforce 

YOUNG people learned more about the civil 
service at an event designed to attract stu¬ 
dents to the Fast Stream graduate recruitment 
programme. 

The roadshow was organised by the Bexley 
Education Improvement Partnership and Bexley 
Aimhigher, and was held at Normandy Primary 
School with youngsters attending from across 
the borough. 

A survey afterwards revealed that 61 per 
cent of students would consider a career in the 
civil service, and 94 per cent said the event had 
made them more likely to go to university. 

Bexley council cabinet member for education 
Cllr John Fuller said: "The event was aimed at 
inspiring students and encouraging them to aim 
higher, and it's certainly done that. 

"It’s not only raised our students' awareness 
of careers within the civil service and introduced 
them to the graduate recruitment programme, 
but motivated them to aim for a place at univer¬ 
sity too."

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Minister says - we’U 
get you back to work

THE Government has refuted 
criticism that its new Work 
Programme aimed at helping 
people back into employment 
could be doomed to fail in some 
areas. 

Under the new scheme that 
began last month, approved 
providers - mostly private 
companies - will try to find jobs 
for benefits claimants on a pay- 
ment-by-results basis. 

According to a study by the 
Work Foundation think tank, 
there is a danger contractors 
will cherry-pick parts of the 
country where they are more 
likely to get results. This would 
then leave places like Thanet, 
which has 44 benefits claim¬ 
ants for every one job adver¬ 
tised, out in the cold. 

But Tory employment minis¬ 
ter Chris Grayling has rejected 
the criticism. 

He said: “Private and volun¬ 
tary sector organisations will 
have the freedom to create the 
support that works locally for 
them. 

“In return these providers 
will be paid by results, with 
higher rewards for getting the 
hardest to help off benefits, into 
work and staying in work. 

“The Work Programme is a 
completely new approach and 
is a huge milestone in the deliv¬ 
ery of the Government’s radical 
welfare reforms. 

“In Kent there are currently 
more than 3,900 people who 
have been claiming jobseek¬ 
er’s allowance for more than 
a year. 

“Now they will get the tailored 
and personalised support they 
need to get into work as part of 
the biggest shake-up of the wel¬ 
fare system in a generation.” 

Jobseekers over 25 become 
eligible for help through the 
Work Programme after a 


year, and under-25s after nine 
months. Some younger people 
in certain circumstances, like 
young offenders, will be eligible 
after a shorter period of time. 

Mr Grayling said: “Thou¬ 
sands of people in Kent have 
been left to languish on bene¬ 
fits over the years, without the 
support they need and deserve. 

“They may feel they have little 
to offer and the only option is to 
remain on benefits, but I know 
many of them want to return to 
work and now they will have the 
help they need to do so. 

“Organisations in Kent will 
be able to use their local ex¬ 
pertise and knowledge to help 
people with real difficulties get 
back to work rather than hav¬ 
ing to follow a strict national 
structure.” 

There are currently almost 
4,400 job vacancies available 
through Jobcentre Plus alone 
in Kent, and Mr Grayling said 
the Government was working 
with private enterprise to con¬ 
tinue to create job opportuni¬ 
ties in every community. 

He added: “Some of the peo¬ 
ple claiming long-term benefits 
will be too sick or disabled to 
have a realistic chance of re¬ 
turning to work, and they will 
continue to receive 
our uncondi¬ 
tional sup¬ 
port.

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Creativity alive and well as UCA 
students continue to find careers 


GRADUATE employment lev¬ 
els at the University for the 
Creative Arts have risen to an 
all-time high. 

A national survey found that 
90 per cent of all full-time UCA 
undergraduates who com¬ 
pleted their studies in 2009-10 
were in employment or further 
education six months after 
graduation. 

Overall the university’s un¬ 
employment figure fell to 8.6 per 
cent compared to 15.6 per cent 
in 2009, despite the national 


average doubling to about 20 
per cent during the recession. 

Careers service manager 
Paula Clark said: “The careers 
service has worked closely with 
academics to ensure UCA grad¬ 
uates leave university with ex¬ 
cellent employment prospects. 

“In particular, the participa¬ 
tion of students and new grad¬ 
uates in internships, including 
UCA’s own internship scheme, 
has led to more graduates se¬ 
curing permanent positions 
within the creative sector.” 


UCA has five campuses 
- including in Canterbury, Ro¬ 
chester and Maidstone - which 
are home to more than 7,000 
students from more than 70 
countries. 

In recent years graduates 
have gone on to work for local 
theatres, galleries and well- 
known brand names including 
Karen Millen, Gap, Ralph Lau¬ 
ren, Ted Baker, Arcadia and 
the BBC. About 12 per cent 
of graduates have also set up 
their own businesses. 


Ritz chef wins 
award for VQ 
success story 

A YOUNG chef has been named the regional Vo¬ 
cational Qualification (VQ) Learner of the Year. 

Adam Smith, 23, from Orpington, Bromley, 
was selected as a stand-out winner from about 
200 applicants after impressing a panel of 
education experts with his varied achievements 
across the hospitality sector. 

Starting out at the Birmingham College of 
Food and Tourism, Adam undertook an NVQ 
Level 1 and 2 in food preparation and cooking. 

Fie impressed his tutors so much that a senior 
Lecturer recommended him to the executive 
chef at the Ritz, John Williams, who offered the 
young talent a coveted position there as chef. 

Adam has since been promoted to premier 
sous chef - a job usually held by someone at 
Least 10 years his senior - and also picked up a 
gold medal for cooking at the World Skills 2009 
competition. 

His Learner of the Year crown was handed 
to him as part of VQ Day, which was Led by the 
independent education foundation Edge. 

Chief executive Peter Mitchell said: "We 
believe every young person should be given the 
opportunity to succeed with access to practical 
and vocational learning as well as academic 
study, and those who choose to do so should 
have their achievements celebrated.

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THE INTERVIEW 


P ORT Lympne Wild Animal Park 
boasts its very own safari-style 
lodges overlooking what is 
probably the most authentic re¬ 
creation of a watering hole in the 
Serengeti outside Africa. 

Giraffe, rhino, zebra, ostrich, wildebeest, 
eland, antelope, water buffalo and more 
all roam free within sight of the lodge and 
frequently come to drink just yards from the 
accommodation at Livingstone Lodge. 

Billed as a unique African experience in the 
wilds of Kent, the only obvious diversion from 
the real thing is that no predators - except for 
the odd local fox - are allowed to mingle with 
the peacefully-grazing beasts. 

And to add to the feeling of over-nighting 
in Africa, a number of the rangers who 
accompany visitors hail from the continent. 

One of them is Sandile Mthiyane, pictured, 
who worked as a ranger in his native South 
Africa. With an obvious passion for the animals 
in his charge, he has first-hand experience of 
one of the major dangers to the endangered 
species that Port Lympne and its founders, the 
Aspinall family, try so hard to conserve. 

“Poaching is a real threat to our [South 
Africa’s] animals,” he said. “It used to be that 
local people would help the poachers, for cash. 
Now it is government policy to show how 
the animals matter and how they can create 
prosperity for a community by attracting 
visitors. Main demand came from the Chinese, 
who particularly prize rhino horn. It is seen as 
being an aphrodisiac.” 

Dr Joseph Okori, of the World Wildlife Fund, 
told KOS Media: “Current poaching rates mimic 
those of 2010, in which we saw over 300 rhino 
killed in South Africa alone. These losses were 
driven by black-market demand for rhino horn.” 

The current per-kilo price for illegally- 
obtained rhino horn is greater by one third than 
that of gold at current rates - up to $50,000. 

The increase in demand has led to North 
Koreans also becoming involved in the illegal 
trading, with the deployment of more armed 
rangers and even soldiers in an attempt to stem 
the tide. Shoot-outs have taken place, with loss 
of life on both sides. 

But as Mr Mthiyane pointed out, the 
substance that people and animals are dying 
over is completely worthless: “Rhino horn is 
made of keratin, the same stuff that makes up 
human hair and nails. It has no medicinal value 
- you might as well bite your fingernails. But 
the trade still goes on.” 



Safari on your doorstep 


Nick Ames tours Kent’s African landscape and discovers more about 
the appalling threats to these marvellous but endangered creatures 


Port Lympne - together with its sister park 
Howletts - has been at the forefront of animal 
conservation, with breeding programmes for 
gorillas, elephants, lions and tigers, among 
others. 

Some of these animals have been returned 
to the wild in line with founder John Aspinall’s 
ethos of “act now and act fast” to prevent the 
eradication of species. 

Son Damian is now director of The Aspinall 
Foundation, succeeding his father, who died 


in 2000. He said: “In the last 11 years we 
have achieved things that people said were not 
possible. We have returned rhinos to Tanzania, 
gorillas to Gabon and Congo as well as Cape 
buffalo and Burmese pythons to their native 
habitats. Conservation projects are under 
way in Java and Madagascar with the aim of 
protecting Moloch gibbons and bamboo lemurs 
respectively.” 

Funding for this work comes from visitors 
to the parks, with innovative attractions 


such as Livingstone Lodge - winner of several 
tourism awards - key to their continuation. 

A night at Livingstone Lodge offers a welcome 
drink, the safari, accommodation, a five-course 
dinner and licensed bar, followed by breakfast 
and a second safari the following morning. 

And, most importantly, money raised helps to 
conserve threatened species across the world.

World Heritage Sites 


A S THE home of the Royal Navy for 
well over 400 years, it comes as no 
surprise that Chatham Dockyard 
and the surrounding area is on the 
verge of earning World Heritage 
Site status. 

From the Spanish Armada in the 16th 
century to the Falklands crisis of the early 
1980s, ships built, repaired and manned from 
Medway’s port secured Britain’s command of 
the oceans for generations and earned the town 
global admiration. 

But while becoming a World Heritage Site 
would place Chatham in the same category as 
such world-famous landmarks as Stonehenge, 
the Great Barrier Reef and the Statue of Liberty, 
there is still a long way to go before the town’s 
residents and businesses will be able to crack 
open the champagne and celebrate. 

And as Medway Council leader Rodney 
Chambers explains, the process has been 
delayed even further due to problems with the 
other hopefuls that make up the Government’s 
‘tentative list’ of possible submissions to the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cul¬ 
tural Organisation (Unesco). 

“All the applicants were asked to prepare a 
case for our respective areas for submission next 
year,” he said. “But it would appear that out of 
all 11, only the Chatham bid is ready to go. 

“I’ve heard from the Department for Culture, 
Media and Sport that there’s now going to be 
a delay to allow the other aspirants to catch 
up, which I think is a little unfair on us here in 
Chatham. Personally I believe that if only one 
bid is ready then only one should be put forward 
to Unesco. 

“They’re now asking that the applications be 
ready by the latter part of next year rather than 
the latter part of this year, but everyone has had 
the same amount of time to get ready so why 
should they be given an extension? 

“I’m not confident that a submission will be 
made on behalf of the UK this year, and I can’t 
see one being made until 2013.” 

A World Heritage Site is a 
place listed by Unesco as being of 
special cultural or physical sig¬ 
nificance, such as the Taj Mahal, 

Yellowstone National Park and 
the Pyramids of Giza. 

While each World Heritage Site 
remains part of the legal terri¬ 
tory of the state wherein the site 
is located, UNESCO considers it in 
the interest of the international 
community to preserve each site. 

The Chatham Dockyard ap¬ 
plication - which also includes 
Fort Amherst, Gun Wharf, Upnor Castle, the 
Great Lines, Brompton Village, the Royal School 
of Military Engineering and the River Medway 
- has been in the works since 2007. 

Cllr Chambers said: “Medway Council, 
the Chatham Historic Dockyard Trust and a 
number of other organisations submitted our 
bid because of the significant part this area has 
played in the life and defence of our country 
over many hundreds of years, bearing in mind 
this was the home of the Royal Navy for well 
over four centuries. 

“You’re always going to receive a tourism 
boost from being a World Heritage Site but it 
also helps in getting international recognition, 
which would help us in attracting extra invest¬ 
ment into Medway. ” 

There are currently only 28 World Heritage 
Sites in the UK and just one in Kent, that being 
the joint WHS of Canterbury Cathedral, St Au¬ 
gustine’s Abbey and St Martin’s Church. 

The Canterbury site was one of the earliest to 
receive the status in 1988, meaning town plan¬ 
ners have had to adhere to strict planning and 
maintenance guidelines for more than 20 years. 

City conservation manager David Kincaid 
said: “Back in 1988 I don’t think the council 
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running to become part of a 
new World Heritage Site in the 
town, potentially joining the 
likes of Stonehenge, the Statue 
of Liberty and the Pyramids of 
Giza.

had to do an awful lot to get the site nominated, 
but since then the amount of work people have 
to put in to justify their applications is massive 
and the stakes have risen. 

“Now we have to pay much more attention 
to what the local authority does in how it might 
affect the appearance of the World Heritage 
Site, such as the views coming into and out of 
the city. 

“What Unesco also likes all sites to have is a 
management plan laying out what actions will 
be taken to ensure they are restored, protected 
and so on. The plans run for 10 years before 
you have to draw up another, and there are 
periodic reviews. 

“They can also de-designate a site if they be¬ 
lieve a development is going on that could affect 
the reasons for it being made a WHS in the first 
place. For example, the Dresden Elbe Valley in 
Germany was stripped of its status after a new 
bridge was built through it.” 

In addition to the Chatham application, an¬ 
other Kent location - Charles Darwin’s former 
home at Down House, Bromley - is also in the 
running for World Heritage Site status. 

Outside of London only Devon has more 
than one WHS, so for Kent to have three would 


clearly put the Garden of England on the world 
map as a place of history and culture. 

Mr Kincaid said: “It would be pretty remark¬ 
able to have three in Kent. It just shows that in 
terms of world heritage Kent has always been 
an important gateway, and it’s the county with 
the most listed buildings and scheduled monu¬ 
ments in the country. 

“It’s been disputed over, fought in and 
invaded a lot over the years, so history runs 
deep here and it would be great to have three 
WHS to reflect that. All three have their own 
unique qualities and are very different places, 
but the key thing is they all provide outstanding 
universal value.” 

For Cllr Chambers and the rest of the people 
behind the Chatham World Heritage Site bid, it 
will be an anxious few months and maybe even 
years before they receive the news they have all 
been waiting for. But when the day eventually 
comes, he agrees it will be a good thing for Kent 
and Medway. 

“You have to look at the history of the county 
and how its people have played a significant 
part in the life of the country,” he said. “If Kent 
does eventually have three World Heritage Sites 
then I think it will be richly deserved. ”

Memorial for Spitfire 
pilot is finally unveiled

WHAT began as a boyhood 
fascination with the heroic 
fighter pilots of the Battle of 
Britain has turned into a life¬ 
long hobby for Malcolm Pettit. 

Now 65, he grew up in 
Hildenborough in the after- 
math of World War Two, and 
the story of a Spitfire pilot who 
crashed in the grounds of the- 
town’s Half Moon pub in 1940, 
had become folklore. 

In 1972, Mr Pettit gained 
permission to dig up the engine 
of the plane from the site. 

Since then, he has wanted a 
permanent memorial to the pi¬ 
lot, John Romney Mather, of 
66 Squadron Gravesend, at the 
Half Moon. He has also spent 
some 40 years collecting 
memorabilia including parts of 
planes and uniforms from the 
Battle of Britain, creating a 
museum in tribute to The Few 
at his Tonbridge home. 

Finally, on Armed Forces Day 
on June 26, Mr Pettit’s desire to 
see a permanent reminder of 
the tragic incident became a re¬ 
ality with a memorial display 
unveiled to the fanfare of a Spit¬ 
fire fly-pass. 

Describing the excavation of 
the engine, he said: “It was 
every schoolboy’s dream. I was 
born just after the war and it 
was very much alive in every¬ 
one’s memory. 

“I feel what those young men 
did, fighting for their country 
and getting killed is often for¬ 
gotten now. 

“I thought if ‘I don’t do it now 
it’s never going to get done’.

“I wanted a memorial plaque 
in the Half Moon as a record of 
what happened.” 

Mr Pettit, a carpenter, said 
he “dabbled” in paiting with oil 
and water colours and a work 
he did of the Spitfire crash now 
hangs in the pub as part of the 
memorial. 

“As young lads we were in 
awe of what had taken place 
in the night skies during the 
Battle of Britain,” he said. 

“The heroics and bravery of 
the Air Force pilots flying for 
their lives and fighting for their 
country - it was very much a 
part of life when we went to 
school, all by friends were 
aware of what was going on in 
1940.” 

The events of the Battle of 
Britain are well-documented, 
but what is less clear is how 
Officer Mather, aged 24, from 
Blackheath in south east Lon¬ 
don, came to crash land in 
Hildenborough on October 2 7, 
1940 at 8.30am. 


Mr Pettit said after decades of 
research and hearsay, he is 
now 95 per cent certain that 
the Spitfire was shot out of the 
skies by a German plane. 

“For many years there were 
two stories,” he said. 

“I spoke to an old gentleman 
who was a milkman at the time 
and he said he definitely heard 
a battle, he heart gunfire. 

“He said he saw two Spitfires 
break the cloud, one going 
down vertically and the other 
flying around. 

“Some people said he had a 
problem with oxygen failure. 

“But now we’ve got 95 per 
cent evidence from German ar¬ 
chives that he was shot down. 

“Although the German pilot 
recorded it as a Hurricane, they 
look similar, and it was at the 
right time and the right day. 

“There was an incident over 
Tonbridge which it says in¬ 
volved a Hurricane. But I’m 
95 per cent sure it was the 
Hildenborough Spitfire. It is too 
much of a coincidence to be 
anything else. 

“The sad thing is that the 
battle damage of the wreckage 
was not recorded. My mum 
and dad were getting up at 
8.30am and they heard the 
rattle of gunfire. 

“Sadly all these people are no 
longer around now. It’s tragic 
it took so long to do this [the 
memorial] because people had 
tremendous memories as it was 
such a small village. 

“Houses were damaged with 
cracks. The plane actually went 
through a hen house because 
when I found the engine it was 
full of white chicken feathers.”

Keeping it local gives chef 
vision for pub’s new menu 


D URING his career, Dougald Patten 
has cooked for royalty. But now 
the chef has returned to his roots 
to make the most of the county’s 
best local produce. 

Dougald grew up in the Ashford 
area but left home at 18 to pursue a successful 
catering career in London and Norfolk. 

His 20 years in the business has seen him 
cook for Prince Charles and the Queen. 

He is now head chef at the New Flying Horse 
in the picturesque village of Wye and relishing 
the challenge of creating a new menu. 

The New Flying Horse is the latest pub in the 
Shepherd Neame group to focus on food. 

The company’s development team, headed 
by retail purchasing and development manager 
Graeme Endacott, head development chef 
Simon Howlett and Dougald, have refined what 
the pub has to offer to food-lovers. 

Dougald said: “I am very impressed with 
the quality of the produce from our suppliers. 
We get first-class meat and vegetables and 
especially great fish. When I worked in Norfolk, 
we sourced fish from boats that were out in the 
North Sea for seven days at a time. 

“The fish we serve at the New Flying Horse is 
from Griggs of Hythe and is landed daily.” 

As a result, fish features prominently on 
Dougald’s menus, including Hythe Bay fish pie 
using a selection of locally-caught seafood, 
served with buttered peas, and classic Dover 
sole served with broad beans, asparagus and 
crushed lemon potatoes. 

The asparagus being served at the New Flying 
Horse during the season is sourced from a 
producer close to the pub and can be on the 
plate less than three hours after being cut. 

Another quintessential Kentish dish is New 
Romney lamb’s liver, served with wholegrain 
mustard mash, buttered kale and onion gravy. 

Locally-sourced, fresh and seasonal produce 
are important to Dougald. He is also keen to take 
advantage of the pub’s spectacular garden to give 
customers a unique outdoor dining experience. 
The extensive grounds have a special feature;

The regular seasonal menus are 
supplemented daily by a specials board which 


makes the most of what’s fresh and in season. 

Favourites include Barnsley chop with 
ratatouille and Jersey potatoes, and pork and 
paprika casserole served with rice. 

The New Flying Horse was a 17th-century 
posting house. It has nine rooms for guests and is 
an ideal base to explore the spectacular views of 
the North Downs such as Wye’s chalk crown and 
the Devil’s Kneading Trough. It is also a short 
drive from the historic treats of Canterbury. 

The traditional pub serves Shepherd Neame’s 
cask ales and also offers a range of wines. 

But it is the quality of the food that Dougald 
hopes will really put the pub on the map: “The 
ingredients available in Kent are exceptional 
and I am enjoying the challenge of developing a 
range of dishes that make the most of them. ”

Sissinghurst 


Online recommendation serves up real treat 


INTERNET reviews are not always the 
most reliable of sources, particularly 
where restaurants are concerned, but 
the praise lavished on Royal Inn from 
the online community warranted a 
closer inspection. 

Only open for two years and situated 
near St Augustine's, away from 
Canterbury's main eating districts, it 
is easy to see how this Chinese 
restaurant could have slipped under 
the culinary radar. 

While the food is excellent, what sets 
it apart from many of its competitors is 
the ambience. 

The moment you cross the threshold, 
it is like walking into a friend's house - 
there are only two small rooms and 
the intimate surroundings are 
complemented by very friendly staff. 

It feels the sort of place diners return 
to and it was clear on the evening I 



visited that several of the tables were 
taken up by regulars. 

Faced with the usual array of 


traditional starters, my guest and I 
went for the chef's special mixed 
platter (£7 per person). Here you meet 
all your old favourites, including satay 
chicken, seaweed and prawn toast. 

Feeling duty-bound, for the purposes 
of the review you understand, to try as 
much from the menu as possible, we 
opted for a soup course before the 
mains. The chicken noodle and won ton 
soups (£3.15 each) were tasty but 
probably too filling to be squeezed in 
between courses. 

The menu for the main courses has a 
large selection of fish dishes alongside 
the more usual suspects. 

It was enough to tempt my guest, 
who went for the inventive scallops 
with macadamia nuts (£8.95), while I 
went for the more mainstream sea- 
spiced chicken (£5.95). 

Even with a brief break before the 


main course, the size of the 
accompanying house special noodles 
(£7.95) meant no room for dessert. 

Instead we went for two different 
green teas, which rounded off the meal 
nicely. The staff were only too happy to 
keep replenishing the teapots even 
though we were the only customers 
preventing them from closing up. 

With a bottle of rioja (£19.95), the 
bill came to £68.85, which did not feel 
over-priced. On leaving, it was a 
surprise to discover more than three 
hours had passed since we arrived, 
which is always a good sign. I would not 
hesitate in returning.

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Lancer engages the driver

MITSUBISHI’S Lancer has become something of 
a ‘world car’ for the Japanese marque since the 
first model appeared in 1973. 

Early on in the UK it was known as the Colt 
Lancer, before Mitsubishi decided to market its 
cars under its real name. 

Now into its ninth generation, the Lancer has 
been seen in many guises around the world, 
often wearing the badges of different brands, 
especially on the US market, where it has been 
seen as a Plymouth, Dodge and Chrysler at 
various times. 

It enjoys world fame, too, as the donor car for 
Mitsubishi’s awesomely-powerful Evo series of 
road-going rally cars, where modest engines are 
fettled to almost ridiculous outputs to propel an 
all-wheel-drive chassis that can work wonders 
in the hands of even ordinary drivers. 

But most Lancers are driven by ordinary 
drivers tempted by ordinary prices and, in the 
case of the current model, striking looks. 

The latest Lancer pioneered the so-called Jet 
Fighter nose that has become the corporate face 
for Mitsubishi cars. 

But, as usual, value underpins the Lancer 
offer and the current magnet is the Juro model 
tested here in 2.0-litre diesel front-wheel-drive 
five-door Sportback format. 

It’s a popular choice because it comes with a 
powerful yet economical diesel, has hatchback 
versatility and the Juro is a long-running special 
edition laden with kit, including a Kenwood 
integrated sat-nav with reversing camera, 
leather seats and trimming for the steering 
wheel and gear knob, iPod and Bluetooth phone 
connection, smart 16-inch five-spoke alloys, 
air-con, cruise control, front fogs, steering- 
wheel controls for the sound system and more. 

Such generosity goes a long way to disguise 
the fact that the Lancer, for all its sharp styling,

is far from cutting edge to drive, despite its 
association with the meat-eating Evo. 

The Lancer still hangs on to corners well, 
with little body roll, but the mainstream 
versions are set up more for comfort and a light 
hand on the wheel. 

That’s good news for the family-market 
target, though, which will find it hard to source 
such a roomy and comfortable car at this sort 
of price and specification, and with Mitsubishi’s 
reputation for reliability. 

And while priced to undercut most 
mainstream family hatchbacks, the Lancer 
is actually a bit bigger all-round, like its most 
obvious rival, the Skoda Octavia. 

But don’t dismiss it as a ‘never mind the 
quality feel the width’ proposition because the 
Lancer is worth more than that. 

Those leather seats feel supportive and 
comfortable and there is decent room for three 
in the back, plus that big hatchback load space 
with a clever split-level feature, though some 


might ditch that convenience in favour of the 
saloon version’s smarter rear end, more in 
harmony with the Lancer’s aggressive front. 

Closer inspection of the interior trimming 
might also reveal that it does not quite live up 
to the quality of the Juro’s leather seats, but the 
fixtures and fittings are durable enough. 

And life inside the cabin is pretty well 
insulated from both engine and road. 

The VW-sourced two-litre diesel engine is 
a boon: powerful (138bhp) yet economical, it 
pulls well from low down the rev range and 
delivers an average mpg in the mid-40s, helped 
by a light six-speed gearbox. 

Prices for this engine start at £16,399 and 
with the model tested here, but there are 1.5- 
and 1.8-litre petrol alternatives. 

However, these offer predictably poor fuel 
consumption and performance and very little 
upfront price benefits against the diesel plus 
Juro pairing - no wonder it has been a sales 
success for dealers.

Driving a soft bargain

BRITAIN is one of Europe’s top markets for 
convertibles. 

It sounds crazy when another UK top trump 
is our wet climate, but maybe getting the top 
down is all the more important to us when the 
opportunity comes so rarely. 

Then there’s the heritage factor: UK 
manufacturers were early leaders in open-top 
motoring, with classics including the 
three-wheeler Morgans - soon to be revived - 
Triumph TRs, glorious Jaguar XKs and E-Type 
and, course, MGs. 

Indeed, after the Second World War, markets 
all around the globe bought into the British 
open-top motoring phenomenon as UK 
car-makers were driven to export and pull the 
country out of post-war depression. 

But then the doldrums set in for wind-in-the- 
hair driving. As the UK car industry declined, 
diverting valuable research and development 
into a niche market could not be justified. 

Classics like the MGB were allowed to 
become outmoded and the few imported 
convertibles available tended to be equally flaky 
or exhorbitant luxuries. 

Then Mazda created the MX-5 in the late 
1980s. It could have worn a Triumph or MG 


badge, but while those marques undoubtedly 
inspired it, they could not emulate its balance 
and reliability. 

Starved of affordable crop-top motoring for 
so long, the British public couldn’t get enough 
MX-5s and soon there were other players, 
including a comeback MG, returning to its 


traditional market with the MG F in 199 5, 
and then dramatically facelifting it as the MG 
TF, pictured, in 2002. The TF continues to be 
produced by the Chinese-owned company that 
acquired the rights to the model after MG 
Rover’s collapse in 2005. 

The MX-5 also brought something else to 


open-top motoring: a properly-weathertight 
roof that could be raised or lowered in seconds 
and, if you were strong enough, single-handedly 
from the driver’s seat. 

As more convertibles entered the market, so 
the quality of weather and sound insulation 
improved. Heated-glass rear screens also 
became the norm and many premium models 
also came with electric power for raising and 
lowering. 

And there was another innovation: 
Mercedes-Benz came into the two-seat roadster 
market with the SLK in 1996, featuring a 
folding hard top. 

Others rushed to copy the idea - Mazda even 
added this option to the MX-5 range. 

The innovation showed you could now have 
a convertible that was more secure and usually 
more refined than one with a soft top; no longer 
seen as a ‘holidays and high days’ car, here was 
a dream motor that you really could justify as 
your everyday or even company car.

MAZDA’S MX-5 success story almost went 
untold. The first sketch for a new Mazda roadster 
was penned in 1979, yet the project languished 
for almost 10 years until a clear concept 
emerged: 

• front engine 

• rear-wheel drive 

• sporty short-throw gear 

• classic two-seater with long bonnet and short 
rear end 

• genuinely weatherproof folding soft top 

• Japanese reliability 

In essence, it was a reincarnation of the British 
sports car epitomised by the MGB but lost as the 
British motor industry foundered upon strikes 
and plummeting quality. 

The original MX-5 arrived here in 1990 and 
rival manufacturers soon wanted a slice of the 
cake, but Mazda keeps tweaking the recipe and 
released a string of highly desirable special and 
limited editions such as the yellow California, 
the wine-coloured Merlot and the Racing Green 
Gleneagles. 

The Mk 1 MX-5 with pop-up headlamps, 
‘finger pull’ chrome door handles and styling 
reminiscent of the classic Lotus Elan lasted eight 
years before replacement by the Mk 2, replaced 
in turn by the current Mk 3 in 2005. 

The exterior styling may have changed, but 
these new cars retained the chassis layout, 
balance and fun-to-drive formula while offering 
more comfort and space for passengers and 
their luggage. 

Engine performance grew, though: the 


original car’s 1.6-litre four-cylinder engine 
offered 116bhp, but power options now range 
from a 1.8-litre with 126bhp and a 2.0-litre unit 
with 160bhp - the latter coming with a five- or 
six-speed gearbox, according to spec. 

Further choice also extends to whether 
you want the classic soft-top model or the 
increasingly popular Roadster Coupe with its 
folding hard top - a fun car that genuinely 


can be your everyday transport all-year round. 

In action, the electric roof is fascinating (see 
the accompanying sequence), but it is also a 
marvel of design, especially as Mazda engineers 
have enabled it to fold behind the two seats 
without robbing any boot space - sometimes a 
penalty with folding hard tops. 

Demand for the MX-5 also keeps second-hand 
values high, so your investment is well protected.

MERCEDES-BENZ pioneered the current 
trend for folding hard-top convertibles 
when it launched the first-generation 
modern SLK in 1996. 

Its 2004 replacement carried the 
feature forward and, crowning a far 
more stylish body, included a front end 
inspired by the McLaren Mercedes SLR 
supercar. 

This year, there’s a third- generation 
model with a front end inspired by 
classic Merc coupes of the past. 

The interior is well arranged and easy 
to get into, especially when you may 
have waited a long time to realise a 
two-seat dream. 

Once in motion, it feels solid even with 


the roof down and is that rare sports car 
truly suited to a long-distance business 
meeting or weekend away; the folded 
roof steals boot space, but there is room 
for two decent-size soft bags and plenty 
of stowage inside the cabin.

As ever with Mercedes-Benz, a 
smooth automatic gearbox is available, 
though a manual 'box will be first choice 
for many sports-car fans, especially if 
they want to exploit the SLK's well- 
balanced rear-driven chassis.

RENAULT decided to take 
the folding hard-top coupe- 
cabriolet format one stage 
further by launching one with 
a glass roof. 

And you can’t help but ad¬ 
mire the thinking behind it: 
why not have the feel of open- 
air motoring even with the 
roof up? 

The first take on this was 
the Megane Coupe-Cabriolet 
of 2006, replaced by a smarter 
and more premium version in 
2009 spun from the new-look 
Megane hatchback range. 

The glass roof is an engi¬ 
neering tour de force created 
in partnership with German 
motor specialist Karmann, 
which created the original 
VW Beetle Convertible - now 
very collectible. 


Perhaps the Megane will emu¬ 
late that long-running desire by 
truly making its passengers feel 
that they are travelling roof-down 
even when the elements dictate 
that they cannot.

Saab 9-3 brought up to date 


IT'S a classic tale of Saab - how a 
comparatively small carmaker took on 
the big boys and won.

Big names give ‘fairer’ 
course thumbs-up on 
eve of championship 


THE early prognosis of the 
Royal St George's course from 
some of the best players in 
the world has been universally 
favourable. 

Rory Mcllroy was among the 
stars to spend time at the club 
this week, fine-tuning before 
the official first practice day on 
Sunday. 

The verdict from the North¬ 
ern Irishman is far better than 
in 2003, when the Open was 
last held in Kent. In the mid¬ 
dle of a hot summer players 
complained the course was 
too dry and the fairways too 
undulating, leading to perfect 
drives being flicked into the 
deep rough. 

To the pleasure of Graham 
Royden, head greenkeeper 
at Royal St George's, there 
should be no repeat this time. 

He said: "The reports from 
the players is the course is 
playing a lot fairer than in 2003 
and they seem to like the way 
the course has been set up this 
year. 


"We have given them more 
room on some of the fairways 
and the rough is not as penal 
as it was eight years ago. They 
feel now if they hit a good drive 
on to the fairway it will stay 
there. 

"That includes Rory Mcllroy, 
Lee Westwood, Luke Donald 
and Ernie Els. I'm delighted 
with the comments, they're 
the ones who will be playing 
and they give the ultimate 
feedback. 

"I'm extremely confident 
we're in the perfect position 
a few days before the start of 
the championship, we couldn't 
be in a better place." 

Royden's team of green- 
keepers moved to the course 
on Saturday and will remain 
onsite for 11 days to ensure 
the course remains in perfect 
condition. 

Their days will begin with 
a briefing at 3.30am and the 
entire course will be cut by the 
time most spectators arrive at 
9am. 


Royal St George’s set 
for The Open spotlight

THE biggest show in golf re¬ 
turns to Kent next week with 
bumper crowds preparing 
to flock to the coast to watch 
the world’s best players battle 
for the right to be called Open 
champion. 

More than 180,000 fans are 
expected to head to Royal St 
George’s in Sandwich, which is 
hosting the tournament for the 
first time in eight years. 

The public will be able to 
watch the field in practice from 
Sunday ahead of the champi¬ 
onship beginning for real with 
the opening round on Thurs¬ 
day. From there the intensity 
will steadily build to next Sun¬ 
day, with the final round to 
decide the winner of the 140th 
Open Championship. 

It is predicted to inject about 
£80 million into the county’s 
economy, but the beauty of it 
for sports fans is the rare op¬ 
portunity to watch a genuine¬ 
ly world-class event on your 
doorstep. 

Chris Aked, a PGA profes¬ 
sional at Royal Blackheath 
who has been assisting Arch¬ 
ant KOS Media’s coverage 
in the build-up to The Open, 
summed up the tournament’s 
significance. 

He said: “It’s the oldest major 
tournament in the world and is 
the ultimate title for any golfer 
to win. 

“There’s something special 
about it because of the history 
and it’s great for everyone in 
Kent to have it come to our 
backyard. ” 

Even the most experienced of 
the 156 players who stand on

the first tee on Thursday will 
have their hearts pounding. All 
will know golfing immortal¬ 
ity awaits if they can find their 
best form for four days. 

Padraig Harrington knows 
better than most the thrill of 
lifting the Claret Jug as he goes 
in search of his third title in five 
years. 

“[Winning] was a big deal 
and certainly when I started 
off I never believed it was possi¬ 
ble,” he said. “It was a big step 
up -1 suppose it did change my 
life in some ways. 

“Whatever I do in my career, 
when I finish at the top of my 
CV is ‘three-time major win¬ 
ner’. Hopefully there will be 
more, but I’ll always be judged 
on my major record.” 


The strength in depth means 
very few of the field can be ruled 
out from finishing on top next 
weekend. The unfancied out¬ 
siders will no doubt take heart 
from the last time St George’s 
hosted the tournament, in 
2003, when world number 
396 Ben Curtis stunned every¬ 
one to win. 

The American will be a 
proud man as he makes a re¬ 
turn to the scene of his greatest 
victory this week. 

He said: “It’s very special, 
no doubt. Royal St George’s 
is obviously very dear to my 
heart and I’ve got a lot of fond 
memories.” 

Among the rank outsiders 
wondering if lightning might 
strike twice are two Kent-based 


players. After coming through 
a demanding qualifying proc¬ 
ess just to reach the main field, 
Francis McGuirk and Andy 
Smith will be living the dream 
and will receive plenty of vocal 
backing from the galleries. 

Smith’s story is especially 
compelling. The Maidstone 
golfer had virtually quit the 
sport following illness last year 
but was persuaded to enter 
qualifying. 

With almost no practice un¬ 
der his belt and using a set of 
borrowed clubs, he incredibly 
won the tournament. It en¬ 
sures he will line up alongside 
the likes of Rory Mcllroy next 
week as an equal, which is all 
part of The Open’s enduring 
appeal.

Mcllroy and Co Lead 
the charge for British 
success at Sandwich

ATTEMPTING to pick a winner at The Open 
can be as fruitless as the Grand National with 
so many world-class players involved, but the 
chances of a first British winner in more than a 
decade look a good bet. 

Scotland’s Paul Lawrie was the last home 
player to get his name on the Claret Jug when 
he won a play-off at Carnoustie in 1999. 

Since then the title has headed overseas, with 
Irishman Padraig Harrington’s back-to-back 
wins in 2007 and 2008 the closest fans have 
come to cheering on one of their own. 

The world rankings now provide tangible hope 
for the home contingent. English golfers hold 
the top two spots, with Luke Donald leading Lee 
Westwood, while Ulstermen Rory Mcllroy and 
Graeme McDowell are also in the top 10. 

The quartet are all bona fide contenders. Don¬ 
ald and Westwood may not get a better chance 
to convert their superb consistency into a maid¬ 
en victory in one of golf’s four majors. 

No one will have more confidence than Mcll¬ 
roy, who brilliantly triumphed at the US Open 
last month, but he will have the added handicap 


■ THE world-class field at 
Sandwich next week will be 
without Tiger Woods, who has 
withdrawn due to injuries. 
The American's participation 
had been in doubt due to 
knee and Achilles problems 
aggravated in May. He has 
not played competitively 
since and despite almost 
two months recuperat¬ 
ing, he is not ready to 
return.

Mum’s the word as county 
keep quiet on contract news 


KENT chief executive Jamie Clifford is 
staying tight-lipped about discussions 
with the six players out of contract at 
the end of this year. 

Joe Denly, Sam Northeast, Azhar 
Mahmood, Simon Cook, Robbie Joseph 
and James Goodman are all in the final 
year of their contracts at St Lawrence 
and discussions with the six players 
have now begun. 

If they haven't done so already, the 
county are obliged to let each player 
know whether they intend to offer them 
a new contract beyond this season. If a 
contract is not forthcoming, or the play¬ 
er chooses not to sign for Kent, they 
are allowed the opportunity to speak to 
other clubs - but only if a county puts in 
a 21-day notice of approach.

Beckenham’s future as 
Kent outground hangs 
on development plans

FOLLOWING nine years of los¬ 
ing money at Beckenham, Kent 
have submitted plans for a 
£15 million redevelopment of 
the Worsley Bridge Road 
ground in a bid to make it fi¬ 
nancially viable. 

Since taking over as tenants 
in 2002, the county club have 
lost money putting on cricket 
in Beckenham. Now, Kent 
bosses, together with landlord 
Leander Sports & Leisure, have 
put in a planning application 
to redevelop the ground. If un¬ 
successful, Kent will end their 
nine-year stay at the northern 
end of the county. 

Funding for the redevelop¬ 
ment project will come from 
selling off a piece of land just 
behind the Crystal Palace 
training ground for housing, to 
enable new facilities including 
an all-weather hockey pitch, 
multi-use indoor training cen¬ 
tre, health and fitness centre, a 
small conference building and 
permanent stands to be built. 

Jamie Clifford, Kent’s chief 
executive, said the club have 
been looking at ways to safe¬ 
guard the future of Beckenham 
as an outground since the turn 
of the year and is hopeful rede¬ 
velopment would provide the 
County Ground with a long¬ 
term future. 

“Unless we do something 
there, we will have part of our 
business which is losing us 
money year on year,” he said. 

“We can’t just sit there and 
watch Beckenham lose money, 
especially in the context of the 
rest of the business, it’s just 
mad. I’m a big fan of Becken¬ 
ham, so I think we have a re¬ 
sponsibility to not just turn our 
back on it, but to actually sit 
down with the landlord and see 
if there is a long-term solution. 

“It’s going to take a lot of 
hard work, but I would rather 
do that than just give up on it 
because I think there is a lot 
of potential there. Beckenham 
crowds are good and you’ve 
seen with Adam Ball and 
Adam Riley, these guys are be¬ 
ing developed in that part of the 
county, if we just walk away 
from there we lose all of that. 

“I almost feel we’re giving up 
to Surrey. We’ve had a foothold 
in the M2 5 and we have to try 
find a way to make it work.” 

Clifford was quick to point

out that Kent are the tenants 
and not the developer at Beck¬ 
enham, which means there 
would be “no financial down¬ 
side” for the club. He also in¬ 
sists that whether Kent stay 
or choose to end their associa¬ 
tion with Beckenham, it would 
have no bearing on a potential 
return to either Maidstone or 


Folkestone in the future. 

“I still entertain the idea of 
playing cricket around the coun¬ 
ty regardless of whether Becken¬ 
ham gets planning permission or 
we move away,” he said. 

“I’ve said to Folkestone and 
The Mote that should facilities 
meet the standards required for 
county cricket we would look 
very closely at taking county 
cricket there.” 

Elsewhere, Kent have not 
been contacted by Sri Lanka 
about the possibility of direc¬ 
tor of cricket, Paul Farbrace, 
returning to the international 
side as head coach. 

Reports have suggested the 
Kent coach is one of three in 
line to take over the national 
side, but at present, it remains 
speculation. 

Clifford said: “I’ve not heard 
anything from Sri Lanka at 
all. At the moment it’s merely 
speculation, if it develops be¬ 
yond that we will deal with it.”

Brown open to negotiation 
if Gills match his ambition

JASON Brown is willing to take 
a pay cut and drop from the 
Premier League to League Two 
if Gillingham are able to match 
his ambition for success. 

The goalkeeper is a free 
agent this summer after a five- 
year stay at Blackburn Rov¬ 
ers. There have been several 
approaches during the close 
season, but nothing which has 
been sufficiently inspiring for 
the 2 9-year-old to explore. 

Brown, who played 137 
games for the Gills, has been in¬ 
undated with fans leaving mes¬ 
sages on his Twitter site urging 
him to come back to Priestfield. 
It has been more in hope than 
expectation, with the Wales 
international’s wage demands 
assumed to be well out of Gill¬ 
ingham’s reach, but it may not 
be the case. 

After spending most of the 
past five seasons on the bench, 
the offer of regular football is a 
big incentive for Brown, who is 
open to the idea of a return. 


“I want to be at a club that 
has ambition,” he said. “That’s 
got to come from the top all the 
way down, you need the tools 
in terms of management staff, 
facilities, everything. I’m not 


going to dismiss it but if Hessy 
or any other League Two club 
was to get in contact and show 
big ambition I would probably 
look to jump on board. 

“I’m a realist and the way the 


economy is I’m going to have to 
take a pay cut. The whole point 
of my leaving Blackburn is I 
want to play first-team football 
and I want to achieve things in 
my career.” 

Gillingham signed Ross Flit- 
ney last week but there is room 
in the squad for another goal¬ 
keeper following the release of 
Alan Julian and Lance Cronin 
in May. Brown does have com¬ 
petition, with Jake Cole, re¬ 
leased by Barnet, playing for 
the Gills in a friendly at Ash¬ 
ford United this week. 

Brown has remained fond 
of his former club, contacting 
them himself in January to pro¬ 
pose a loan move for the sec¬ 
ond half of last season. It came 
to nothing, but Gills boss Andy 
Hessenthaler has made contact 
with the player’s agent in the 
last fortnight to enquire about 
the possibility of a move. 

Brown said: “The ball is firm¬ 
ly in their court and an offer 
has to come from the club. We 
all know if things really want 
to get done from a club you put 
an offer in and go from there.”

Wembley still holds 
dear memories for 
Kent football legend 


WHILE illness might have 
taken Tommy Sampson out of 
football, it certainly didn’t take 
football out of the man. 

The former Sheppey United, 
Herne Bay, Dartford and Deal 
Town manager is recovering 
from a stroke in December 
2007 that forced him to retire 
from the game, although the 
57-year-old still harbours an 
ambition to return to Kent 
League football one day. 

While admitting there have 
been some pretty dark days 
during his recovery, Sampson, 
who led Deal to FA Vase glory 
at Wembley in 2000, keeps a 
keen eye on the goings on at 
clubs in the county. 

He still speaks with Ram¬ 
sgate boss Jim Ward, Margate 
manager Chris Kinnear and 
Simon Halsey at Herne Bay, 
and offered words of guid¬ 
ance in a letter he wrote to 
Ray Turner - a former player 
under Sampson at Herne Bay 
- after he took over from Justin 
Luchford at Faversham Town 
last season. 

Sampson hasn't Lost any of 
the charm or self-confidence 
(dare I say arrogance?) that 
made him one of Kent foot¬ 
ball's most colourful charac¬ 
ters. He was a good manager 
and he knew it, and still knows 
it. He didn’t have a problem 
about being different, in fact he 
craved the attention that came 
with being a successful Kent 
League manager. 

“I started in the Kent League 
when all the directors turned 
up in jeans and old donkey 
jackets and the other manager 
would turn up in his scruffy 
work clothes," he said. 

"I would turn up in a suit with 
a briefcase and people would 
take the mickey out of me, but 
I wanted to be different. That 
separated me from the rest. 

"I have met so many people 


over the years. I miss it so 
much, I get invited to quite a Lot 
of things but I don't go because 
it upsets me because I can't 
wander round the bar and take 
the mickey out of people." 

Sampson puts much of his 
success as a manager down 
to a short spell in charge of 
Sheppey United. Once a Kent 
League force, Sheppey are now 
languishing in the Kent County 
League following years spent 
in the wilderness, but back in 
1993 Sampson led the Island¬ 
ers on a 28-game unbeaten 
run that put United and their 
manager in the headlines. 

It Landed him the job at 
Herne Bay where he went on 
to win the Kent League and a 
number of cups before argu¬ 
ably his most important move 
- to Deal in 1998. In his second 
season in charge, he led Town 
to the FA Vase final at the old 
Wembley where Deal beat 
Chippenham Town 1-0. It's 
a day Sampson will never 
forget, indeed only last month 
the entire squad visited him 
at his home in Maidstone to 
celebrate the 11th anniversary 
of that famous day under the 
Twin Towers. 

"The question I get asked the 
most is what was Wembley 
like? And I say Wembley was 
great, but the semi-final was 
the day," he said. 

"The day we won and got to 
Wembley was the best; Wem¬ 
bley was the icing on the cake. 
We had 4,000 crammed into 
Deal's ground and when the 
final whistle went the whole 
place went mad. 

"People have said to me that 
Wembley can't be taken away 
from me, but it doesn’t help 
me with my illness because 
my ambition was always to 
be the first manager to win at 
the old Wembley and the new 
Wembley."
